The following instructions are, under orders from the Gen- 
eral of the Army, promulgated for the information and gov- 
ernment of all concerned : 


[Secretary of War, Feb. 24, 1880, to the General of the Army ; 
transmitted by latter, through the Lieutenant-General 
commanding Military Division of the Missouri, to the 
Commanding General Dept. of Texas. ] 

“Gen. E. O. C. Ord, commanding the Dept. of Texas, hav- 
ing stated in his annual report that the condition of affairs 
which rendered necessary the order of June 1, 1877, to cross 
the border between the United States and Mexico, in his opin- 
ion no longer exists, as the Mexican government has shown 
its ability and determination to put a stop to the invasions of 
the United States which gave rise to it, and such recommen- 
dation of Gen. Ord having been considered by the President 
in connection with other information in possession of the 
Government to the same effect, the President desires to re- 
cognize, in this well proved ability of the Mexican govern- 
ment to restrain effectively violations of our territory, a 
proper occasion to accommodate your instructions to the pre- 
sent condition of things on this border. 

“You are therefore to consider the instructions of the order 
of June 1, 1877, issued to you by this Department, which con- 
template and provide for a direction to Gen, Ord that, under 
certain circumstances therein sct forth, ho may pursue raiders 
across the border for the purpose of punishing them, as well 
as recapturing stolen property, as no longer in force. 

‘You will therefore instruct Gen. Ord to this effect, and 
desire him to communicate this information to the Mexican 
military authorities along the border, enjoining also upon 
Gen. Ord the utmost vigilance on his side of the line, and a 
prompt report of any change of action or disposition on the 
part of the Mexican military force that may endanger the 
permanence and security of the present peaceful situation on 
the border.”

This at Fort Meade, D. T., on or 
about the 25th of October, 1879, to the seandal and race 
of the military service.” i 

Specification 2d—“In this: that he, Major [Marcus A, 
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Reno, 7th Cayalry, was drunk and di ly in a pub! 
billiard galoom, and did several times, wantonly and in a 
riotous manner, knock money out of the hands of the saloon 
keeper (or tender), Mr. Joseph Smythe, scattering said 
money over the floor, and did, in a wanton and riotous man- 
ner, smash in with chairs the glass of one or more of the 
windows of said billiard saloon, This at Fort Meade, D. T., 
on or about the 8th of August, 1879, fo the scandal and dis- 
grace of the military service.” 

Specitication 3d—‘ In this: that he, Major Marens ‘A. 
Reno, 7th U. 8. Cavalry, was in a di ted condition of in- 
toxication at the residence of Mr. W. 8. Fanshawe, Bn 
trader. This at Fort Meade, D. T., on or about the 3d of 
August, 1879, to (he scandal and disgrace of the military ser- 
vice.” 

Additional charge—‘“‘ Conduct unbecoming an officer and 
gentleman.” 

Specification—“ In this: that he, Major Marcus A. Reno, 
7th U. 8. Cavalry, did in the darkness and at a late hour in 
the evening, surreptitiously enter the side grounds adjoining 
the private residence or quarters of his commanding officer, 
Col. 8. D. Sturgis, 7th Cavalry, and did peer into a side (and 
retired) window of the family sitting room of said private 
residence or quarters, approaching so near and so stealthily 
as to very seriously affright and alarm that portion of the 
family of the said Col. 8. D. Sturgis, 7th ¢ Sovaly, which had 
not yet retired for the night, and were still below stairs and 
occupants of said family sitting room. All this at Fort 
Meade, D. T., between the hours of 9 and 11 o'clock P. M., 
on or about the 10th of November, 1879.” 

To which charges and specifications the accused Major 
Marcus A. Reno, 7th Cavalry, pleaded ‘not guilty.” 

Finding—The court, having maturely considered the evi- 
dence adduced, finds the accused Major Marcus A. Reno, 7th 
Cavalry, as follows : 

Of the 1st specification, “Guilty, except the words ‘ create 
and,’ and the word ‘ disreputable,’ and the words ‘and did 
persist in continuing said disturbance until threatened with 
arrest by 2d Lieut. James 8. Pettit, Ist U. 8.{Infantry,’ and of 
the words ‘to the scandal and disgrace of the military ser- 
vice,’ and of these excepted words not guilty.” 

Of the 2d specification, “‘Guilty, except the words ‘ wan- 
tonly and in a riotous manner,’ and of the words ‘in a wan- 
ton and riotous manner,’ and of the words ‘to the scandal 
and disgrace of the military service,’ and of the excepted 
words not guilty.” 

Of the third specification, ‘Guilty, except the word ‘dis- 
gusting,’ and of the words ‘tothe scandal and disgrace of 
the military service,’ and of the excepted words not guilty.” 

Of the charge, “* Not guilty, but guilty of conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and military discipline.” 

Additional Charge—Of the specification, ‘* Guilty, except 
the word ‘ surreptitiously,’ and the words ‘and so stealthily,’ 
and the words ‘ very seriously,’ and of the excepted words

Sentence—And the court does therefore sentence him, 
Major Mareus A. Reno, 7th Cavalry, ** To be dismissed from 
the military service of the United States.” 

If. The proceedings, findings (except asx to the additional 
charge), and sentence in the foregoing case of Major Marcus 
A. Reno, 7th Cavalry, having been approved by the proper 
reviewing authority, and the record forwarded, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the 106th Article of War, for the 
action of the President, the following are his orders en- 
dorsed thereon :

ARMS OR TACTICS? 

Tre question of “Arms or Tactics?” which Capt. 
Charles King, of the retired list of the Army, discusses 
in the current number of the United Service, is one of 
the most practical of the day, because it deals not with 
possible wars of the future but actual routine service of 
every year. There will be differences of opinion as to 
the views taken by Capt. King, but all officers will be 








interested in reading the following extended extracts 
which we make from his essay : 


While we can never hope to rival him in horsemanship 
until we equal him in practice—his school of the 
commencing when he is weaned and ours when fatigue duty 
is over, which is practically never—ard while we cannot 
compare our cavalry horses to his in point of efficiency, there 
are two points wherein the experiences of the past ought to 
profit us—arms and tactics... . 

It might sound like trifling with the subject were it to be 
said that the Springfield is too good a gun for Indian fight- 
ing; but let us look a moment at what the Indian thinks 
himself. When the Springfield hits it kills as a rule, and the 
victim drops in his tracks, requiring no attention from the 
knot of comrades always so eager to help a wounded man 
off to the rear, so they perforce are driven back to. the 
skirmish line. With his Henry or Winchester (and lots of 
them eee Nae in seven — out of ten the Indian is 
successful in only wounding his antagonist, and then glee- 
fully watches the hole he has made in the skirmi the 
group of three or four ge bes haste to get off to the rear 
and none to get back. mpered with our wounded he 
knows we cannot strike independently, and that the 
are thousands to one against our killing him as he ski 
about on his nimble pony six hundred yards away, so 
keeps up his rapid fire from the gun that will shoot no 
farther, perfectly satisfied that he is doing the execution of 
a thunderbolt. 

Rare indeed are the fights in which for more than a moment 
or two we are at close quarters ; he either keeps so far away 
that the best marksman is not sure to hit him, or we are so 
very close that he who can fire the greatest number of shots 
in a given time is most sure of success. 

Armed with Sharps, Springfield, or any other carbine, the 
man who could hit a hat half a mile away would be apt to 
miss an Indian darting at full tilt within two hundred yards, 
Our best marksmen, with the best rifles, did little 
to a deer sliding in a groove at Creedmoor, and 
probably do less to a skipping redskin. It is barely possible 
that the Henry or Winchester might have saved a remnant 
of Custer'’s command, but it is certain that the Peabody- 
Martini did not save the Twenty-fourth Foot at Isandlwhana, 
and I kaow of no case where it would have served us better 
than its rival, the Springfield. That the magazine gun is to 
be the weapon of the future we cannot doubt, but I do doubt 
that up to date any single shooter would have accom 
better results against the Indian. Gen. MacKenzie asked 
for Winchesters for the 4th Cav in the h and expecta- 
tion of coming to close quarters, but Capt. Payne the 
whole Ute nation in mourning with the carbine it has 
been the fashion to deride. 

So far as arms are concerned, it would seem that, while we 
may never be allowed to keep a better, we certainly have no 
worse than the Indian; and the question becomes not so 
much the make of the gun as the mannef of using it. 

Right here the responsibility of the Ordnance ent 
ceases, and ours begins. The “manner of usi ” in- 
cludes not only individual marksmanship, but the combina- 
tions and evolutions by which we should, gain advantages of 
position, and pour in flank, enfilading, and encircling ‘fire. 
Individually, the Indian is probably a bétter marksman ; he 
devotes more attention to, and depends more upon, his aim, 
but when it comes to manceuvring, we are babes in arms 
compared to him. He is the most scientific fighter on the 
faee of the globe. Scientific because he looks only to results. 
. . . From a soldierly point of view his system of warfare is 
cowardly and low, but viewed in the broad light of common 
sense, a8 Professor Mahan would have it, there is no disput- 
ing its merits. His system is the very essence of the life-lo: 
experiences of men who for generation after generation aid 
nothing but fight over those broad western lands. Ours— 
and with all respect to its distinguished originators be it said 
—was prepared by four officers eminent for everything but 
Indian fighting. One of them has since had cause to see 
how little our tactics are designed to meet the case ; yet are 
we all condemned to adhere to them, 

For drill and parade they are undeniable—‘‘a dream” 
indeed, as Gen. Upton once wrote—and far be it from me to 
say that against the cavalry of civilization our trooper would 
not hold his own; but when it comes to handling a livelier 
skirmisher than Uhlan or Cossack, old Sin-to-gal-is-ka shakes 
his head, and the ghost of Crazy Horse must grin in ecstasy, 
at our deployment. 

Let us take the list of Indian engagements since the sum- 
mer of 1868, of the ‘‘combat, action, or battle ” class, select 
the most prominent of these, and we find it difficult to pitch 
upon more than three or four in which the Indians were 
substantially and soundly thrashed. By sharp marching and 
brilliant management two undoubted successes can be scored 
to the credit of the cavalry: Gen. Carr’s victory over the 
Cheyennes and ee at Summit ee Colorado, 
July 11, 1869, and Col. “ Tim” Baker's much-abused punis 
ment of the Piegans. Here surprise and numbers were beth 
in our favor, and they had no chance to rally. Gen. Miles’s 
capture and destruction of Lame Deer’s village, and General 
Crook’s annihilation of the Sioux stronghold at Slim Buttes, 
may be cited as other instances. 

In every instance his science has saved the Indian; ho 
opens, lets us in, then pours from surrounding heights or 
ridges a concentrating fire ; he hits—we radiate and miss. ~ 

When he is behind defences, no matter how crude or 
natural, we are simply sacrificed. Look at the 4th Artillery 
and 12th Infantry in front of those wretched Mcdocs, the 
flower of our Army slaughtered by a mob of starve 
Look at the hard used 7th Cavalry at Bear’s Paw le 
Eagle Creek). It is recorded that the Nez Percés shouted 
warning to Capt. Hale not to charge them, but he and his 
lieutenant rode in to their soldier's death obedient to ord 
though they knew that that death was certain. . 

But even in the open, Gen. Forsythe’s fight on the Aricka- 
ree, Crook’s on the Rosebud, and Custer’s on the Little Horn, 
show sharply enough how his tactics, even more than his 
breech-loader, have made him so formidable an adversary. 

Incredible as it may seem, there were probably not more 
than three hundred Indians in the ‘“* demonstration in force” 
against our thirty-six companies the afternoon of September 
9, 1876, at Slim Buttes; and while we had not a horse fit for 
duty and made the fight dismounted, yet for two 
hours those three hundred redskins kept us as busy as 
though a division were in front; the roar of musketry was 
‘like a second Spottsylvania,” as was remarked at the tinie, 
and now they say they lost only seven warriors. - Watchi 
their active movements from his central position, and noting 
how like a flash they would concentrate in front of aw

In the course of his 
career, and following the regular order of advancement, he 
fought with great credit in the campaigns of the Baltic, of 
China, Cochin China, and Mexico, and attained the rank of 
rear-admiral. He also became a commander of the Legion 
of Honor, 

Tux Authors’ Publishing Company are about to publish a 
narrative by Gen. J. Madison Drake, of his personal exper- 
ience as a prisoner of war at Libby, Danville, Macon, Savan- 
nah, and Charleston, with an accurate account of his escape, 
with three comrades, of the places and people he visited on 
his long and weary tramp of forty-nine days through the 
swamps, forests, and mountains of South Carolina, North 
Carolina, and East Tennessee. 

Army and Navy officers usually get open-air life and exer- 
cise enough to keep thom in guod health and strength ; never- 
theless, there are few even of Army and Navy officers who 
would not bo benefited by a perusal of Mr. Wm. Blaikie’s ad- 
mirable “ How to Get Strong,” published by the Harpers. 
It discusses physical exercise in a very entertaining and prac- 
tical way, and is specially valuable as showing just how that 
general development of the muscles may be obtained, which 
is scen in men who are well ‘‘set up,” as the phrase goes. 
The style of the book is inspiring, and has that difference 
which is to be seen in the work of a manly and scholarly 
athlete, enthusiastic only to make his fellow men better, 
above the catchpenny treatises of professional sporting char- 
acters who have muscle without mind. 

A FramiLy which has been represented in the Army and 
Navy of the United States from the very earliest period in the 
history of this country, furnishes one of the curiosities of 
longevity, which is worthy of mention. Early in the sixteenth 
century, a Huguenot family of the same name as the great 
Condé, fled from France and took up their residence in Scot- 
land. One of the family afterwards emigrated to America 
and settled in Connecticut. He had a son—Zacheus Conde— 
born in New Haven in 1640, from whom all of those bearing 
the name of Candee in this country are descended. It was a 
hardy race of a mixture of Huguenot and Puritan, and they 
lived, principally, in the township of Oxford in New Haven 
county. One of them—Caleb by name—married in 1743 Lois 
Mallory, and of this marriage were born nine sons, one of 
whom reached the age of 94, three of them $7, one 86, one 
83, one 76, one 70, and one 69; an average of a little more 
than 82 years. The youngest of these sons was the grand- 
father of the late Daniel Clark and of Cyrus H. Clark of New 
York, and of Mrs. Mary Hazen of Brooklyn. The seventh 
sop, Nehemiah, was the grandfather of Gen. Innis Palmer, 
and Major Geo. W. Candee, Paymaster, U. 8. Army, and the 
great grandfather of Mrs. Dr. Walter K. Schoficld, of the 
Navy, and many citizens of New York and vicinity. He had 
ten ehildren who lived to mature age. Three of them, viz., 
Mr. W. L. Candee, of Milwankeo, now in his 90th year ; Mrs. 
Susan Palmer, mother of Gea. Palmer, in her 83th year, and 
Mr. G. W. Candee, of New York, in his 87th year. ‘Those of 
this family who have died, attained he ages, respectively, of 
92, 90, 82, 76, 74, 56, and 53 years. The average age of those 
who have died was about 75 years, and the average age of 
those still living is a little more than 83 years. The average 
age of the two generations, viz., the families of Caleb and 
Nehemiah (nineteen children) would be now about 80 years 
and three months. Allof the children of Caleb were born 
subjects of Great Britain, and all of them, we believe, served 
in the Revolutionary Army. Nebemiah, the ancestor of those 
of his family who are now in the Service, served at Ticon- 

deroga when blaff old Ethan Allen was in command of the 
forces in that vicinity, and some of his sons served in the 
Army during the war of 1812. It is romarkable that the great 
age which was attained by nearly all of the nineteen children 
and the parents of ihe two generations, was, with one or two 
exceptions, unaccompanied by the loss of bodily or mental 
faculties. Those of them who attained the greatest age were 
in the full possession of their bodily health, and their power 
of enjoyment of the world up to a few days before their pass- 
ing away. And al thi® n spite of the hard toil incident to 


the clearing up of farms in a new country. Soon after the 
close of the Revolutionary War several of the sons of Caleb 
Candee emigrated from Oxford and settled in what was then 
the wilderness of New York. In 1793 Mrs. Palmer's father 
settled in the town of Galway, Saratoga county, a few miles 
from Saratoga Springs. It was a heavily timbered country, 
the home of the bear and the deer. The sons were too young 
to assist the father in clearing away sufficient ground on 
which to place a log house, but the men of the little colony 
helped each other at their “ house raisings,” and soon com- 
fortable cottages or rather log cabins were in readiness for 
the pioneers from Connecticut. Hore were passed some of 
the happiest days of the lives of this singularly long lived 
family ; and when, about thirty-five years after the erection 
of the old log house, it was known that ‘ Squire Candee” 
had sold the old farm there were bitter tears shed by strong 
men and women, who, while scattered in every direction, had 
the warmest place in their hearts for the dear old home in Sar- 
atoga. We have noticed, in this sketch, only the descendants 
of one of the nine sons of Caleb Candee. The families of the 
other brothers, while not so remarkable, were wonderful for 
numbers, vigor, and longevity.

In the 
present case his flannel accoutrement seems to have served 
him like a suit of armor, acting as a buffer to the percussion. 
Gen. Melikoff displayed the utmost coolness when shot at, 
promptly seized his assailant, remarking to those who hurried 
to his help, that ‘the bullet for him had not yet come.” 

Count von Mourxe has not been a politician ; he has been 
content to be a soldier, and to do the work of a soldier as 
thoroughly as possible. He has been extraordinarily success- 
ful ; and perhaps the most striking feature in his success is 
the conviction he has produced that his achievements have 
been due to calm foresight and systematic calculation. He 
has applied German science and German patience to the mili- 
tary art, and has worked out not merely the campaigns of the 
last fifteen years, but the whole military organization of his 
country with the exactness of a mathematical or engineering 
problem.—London Times. 

By the death of Gen. Alfred Huysho, C.B., in his 69th year, 
the English Bengal Artillery has lost an officer who had done 
not a little to consolidate the reputation ef that famous rogi- 
ment. A fellow cadet at Addiscombe with Lord Napier of 
Magdal# Huyshe became a subaltern of Bengal gunners just 
one year after Robert Napier entered the Engineers, and, 
like him, passed the firat portion of his service without seeing 
a shot fired ; seeing his first service in 1842, when the dis- 
turbances with Scindia broke out, and Capt. Huyshe carned 
a bronze star for his services in the Gwalior campaign. 

Amona the toasts at a dinner given in the city of Mexico, 
Feb. 26, to Gen, Grant and party was one to Gen. Sheridan, 
which was responded to by the Lieutenant-General of our 
Army. Gen. Sheridan called with Gen. Grant upon President 
Diaz, shook hands with a thousand Mexican sailors, and 
watched a procession in which each soldier of ‘“‘the Rural 
Guards, the crack cavalry of the Mexican Army,” bore 
atorch. In his speech at the banquet Gen. Grant said: “I 
think I speak the sentiments of the great mass of my own 
people when I say that we only wish prosperity to this coun- 
try, and that Mexico may improve, as she is capable of doing, 
and grow great ; that she may become our rival and move 
along, side by side with us. We have no jealousy, but are 
willing to be taught as well as to teach.” Gen. Sheridan, 
who spoke in a similar spirit, said: ‘‘I have always been a 
friend to the Mexican Republic ; and on one occasion when 
you needed help I granted it in conjunction with your guest 
Gen. Grant. I had seen a great deal of your border and 
wantod to see the interior. What I have seen far surpasses 
anything I had anticipated. I roalize now why Cortes burnt 
his ships. It was because everything that man could wish 
was to be found here; he had no need to look further for 
anything. There is no reason why Mexico should not catch 
up with us, and what you need, as Gen. Frisbie has just said, 
is better means of transportation. You need railroads ; it 
costs too much to get anything in or anything out of this 
country. In the United States, we have now an abundance 
of capital that is only waiting to be asked to come and assist 
you in the development of your enterprises ; you have done 
much but there is much to be done. Peace and industry will 
accomplish all, and in time you will see the realization of your 
most sanguine expectations.” The Lieutenant-General also 
made the Mexicans happy by telling thom ‘I have never, in 
the United States, nor in the countries of Europe that I have 
visited, seen a more admirable cavalry, nor a better mounted 
corps than the ‘Rurals of Mexico.’” Gen. Grant and his 
party reached Galveston safety in the City of Mexico at noon 
of the 23d, and was received with great enthusiasm. A pro- 
cession was formed, with Gens. Grant, Sheridan, Ord, and 
Bvt. Lieut.-Col. F. D. Grant in the front carriage and moved 
through the city. A public banquet was given the night fol- 
lowing. Wednesday and Thursday were devoted to sight- 
seeing and receptions, and Thursday evening toa red fish 








chowder at the Garten Vercire. The party were to start for 
San Antonio Friday morning. 

Mas. W. H. Harz, of the British service, whose death was 

announced March 4, served in the campaign of 1808, under 
Sir John Moore, and was present through the memorable re- 
treat of the army to Corunna and at the battle near that 
place. 
Or General Hancock “Gath” says in the Cincinnati Zn- 
quirer : “Though a fine looking man, he is one of the most 
unobtrusive in the country. He is the principal officer and 
hero of the Atlantic slope, having been in moro battles and 
with more uniform success, and maintaining a more evenly 
high rank than any man produced in the East.” J. 8. Bris- 
bin says of him in the Philadelphia Times: ‘‘ Hancock, in 
personal appearance, is tall, well formed, and very handsome. 
He would make the finest looking President who ever sat in 
the White House, excopt, possibly, George Washington. His 
eyes are blue, and have a benignant and mild expression when 
in repose, but inspiring when in danger. His mannor is dig- 
nified and knightly, and he is courtesy itself. He is always 
magnetic, and draws men to him by his kindness and gentle 
interest in their affairs. His sympathies are easily aroused, 
and he becomes intensely concerned for the sorrows and mis- 
fortunes of others, striving in every way to relieve them, as 
though their troubles were his own. Gen. Hancock had 
two children, Russell Hancock and Ada Elizabeth Hancock. 
The latter died in New York, of typhoid fever, when 18 years 
of age. She was a young lady of great promise. Russell 
Hancock, the General's only son, is living and is a planter in 
Misuissippi.” 

Ir is understood that Surg. W. 8S. King, U. 8. Army, re- 
cently promoted to colonel in the Medical Department, will 
soon retire from active service, as he has been for some time 
in bad health. 

Tue promotion of Licut. E. B. Gibbs, 6th Inf., to the 
vacant assistant quartermastership, leaves a vacancy for an 
aide-de-camp on Gen. Terry's staff. 

In a modest little pamphlet publication, of the Brownsville 
Democrat and Ranchero print, Maj. Theo. J. Eckerson col- 
jects several poems, patriotic, pathetic, and paternal. The 
first five poems, the Veteran, the Lono Star of Texas, the 
Torn Flag of the 3d Infantry, My Old Knapsack, and Fare- 
well, are reminiscences of the Mexican war. Then follow 
some domestic poems, among which ‘‘ Nineteen Years” and 
“* Coming Over the Bar” specially appeal to our mood. The 
little book also contains the Farewell Address written for and 
recited by Julia Dean Hayne at Portland, Ore., Noy. 12, 1864. 
Finally come some Union verses relating to the struggle of 
1861-5. 

Secretary Bennett, of the ‘ Winchester Arms Company,” 
is reported as saying, in a recent interview with a Herald 
correspondent, that there was no basis for the statement that 
the Chinese government had ordered between 15 and 20 
millions of cartridges from the company. In answer to a 
question, as to what could be done in case such an order 
should be given, Mr. Bennett said: ‘‘ We have sufiicient em- 
ployees to turn out 500,000 cartridges per day of ten hours, 
or 1,000,000 daily after thirty days’ notice.

Mr. Bennett is one of the 
most active and intelligent of our arms manufacturers, and 
he evidently does not propose to take a Herald reporter into 
his confidence when it comes to talking about his business. 

A pitt has beon introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives, by Mr. Talbott, authorizing P. A. Paymaster C. H. 
Thomson, of the Navy, to accept a portrait of the Princeas 
of Siam, a silver cnamelled cigar case, and a match box and 
tray, of Siamese work, presented to him by the King of 
Siam, and now in the Smithsonian Institution. 

Tue Phil Kearney Association of Newark, N. J., have de- 
cided to mount the General's monument on a bronze pedestal 
in front of the Newark Custom-house, 

Mrs. Gen. Suerman [reports that the profits of a late dra- 
matic entertainment in Washington, for the benefit of the 
starving poor of Ireland, were ‘just $2 less than $1,200, and 
that Mrs. Astor and Mrs. Lord, of New York, who were in 
Washington about that time, each gave her $100 toward this 
special fund. Mrs. Sherman says that since she began her 
work for the poor in Ireland she has received, recorded, ac- 
knowledged, and sent forward, $4,000. 

Mason anv Bvt. Lirur.-Cout. Henry W. Janes, retired, 
publishes a pamphlet letter, 21 pages long, to accompany the 
bill designed to restore him to active service. He says: “I 
propose to show that my sickness was not insanity, that my 
arrest and imprisonment were entirely unnecessary, my re- 
tirement hasty, and my treatment from the hour of my ar- 
reat, and while in that Government prison, misnamed an 
asylum, was most cruel and wicked.” On the back of this 
pamphlet he publishes this notice: ‘About midsummer of 
this year, when I arrive at the age of 50 years, it is my in- 
tention to publish my Autobiography ; it will be a Record of 
my Life from Boyhood ; Reminiscences of the War ; What I 
know about Insane Asylums; and Sketches of Men I have 
met—my knowledge and estimate of them.” The pamphlet 
contains the story of what Major Janes considers to be his 
persecutions by officers who were his special, persistent, and 
malignant enemies. Thus he describes Gen. Meigs as *‘ my 
cold-blooded, personal enemy.” General Sheridan ‘aided in 
crushing me to the ground.” Major Janea, while travelling 
with one soldier and one mule towards Fort Benton, drove 
off the soldicr with an axe, and then he says : 


I put in the ambulance the blankets, guns, tents, harness, 
and everything except my provisions, blankets, and buifalo 
robes, and set it on fire. Islept about threo 
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I rose to my feet; I was alone ; the ambulance was utterly 
destroyed. I felt strong and rested. I laughed and said to 
myselt that this will cause an excitement among my friends 
East and in the Territory. I looked ahead with my field- 
glass (a powerful one) and saw noone coming. I was not 
alarmed at all; I had plenty to eat, water, and could have, 
as I should have done, remained there three days; but 
I thought I would go on towards my destination. 

Strange as it may seem, he was arrested as insane, and ‘I 
fought, I screemed, I yelled,” he says, but it wasjof no use, 
and he was {treated with morphine and chloral by Dr. Mad- 
den, acting surgeon, whom he styles “‘ a brute, a devil.” He 
was put in a lunatic asylum—in two of them ; and he informs 
Congress in his pamphlet that ‘‘there are plenty of sane men 
in both asylums that I was confined in.” It is a pitiable 
story. We should advise all Congressmen who are to act on 
this case simply to read this pamphlet. This is all that the 
unfortunate officer asks, and certainly it is all that any of 
those who arrested him as insane could ask.

It is compiled by Mr. William D. Dall, whose work has been 
laborious. It contains a summary of all the meteorological 
data relative to Alaska up to the year 1877. The book con- 
tains much other interesting matter. 

Tue Scientific American gives notice of a proposition by 
Mr. James Cochrane, “formerly of the U. 8. Navy,” to con- 
vert New York Harbor into a mill pond for the benefit of 
commerce and the improvement of public health. His 
methods for this purpose are various, and include artificial 
dams witi: locks at the several outlets, ete. The advantages 
of this plan, as represented, are quite numerous. We shall 
look forward, with special interest, to the introduction of a 
** bill” to carry out this project. 

Mr. Townsenn’s bill, authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to license pleasure yachts designed as models of 
nayal architecture on terms under which they can visit ports 
of the United States and foreign ports, without entering or 
clearing at the Custom House, is with the House Committee 
of Commerce. The bill is an amendment of section 4214 of 
the statutes. 

A BILL has been introduced in the House by Mr. Crapo, 
authorizing the temporary transfér tothe Navy Department 
of a revenue marine steam cutter, which the Secretary of the 
Navy will use for the relief of the whaling barks Mown/ 
Wollaston and Vigilant, now imprisoned in the Arctic 
Ocean. Ten thousand dollars is appropriated to strengthen 
and equip the steam cutter for this purpose. 

Tue House Naval Committee, in reporting upon H. R. 
2527, which proposes to rank carpenters with ensigns, fur the 
first ten years ‘of their service, and after ten years with 
masters, and to retire them at the age of sixty-two with the 
rank of lieutenant, gave as their opinion that the bill should 
not pass for the reason that the officers who are seeking relict 
are fairly and liberally paid by the Government, and the com- 
mittee does not feel inclined to extend the privilege of re- 
tirement with rank and pay any further than the law alreuiy 
provides for. With their report was a letter from the Secre- 
tary of the Navy of Jan. 19, in which he said that “ while, 
as a class, they are deserving and useful, and many have 
served long in the Navy, it would not, in my opinion. be 
conducive to the interests of the Service to give them assimi- 
lated rank. Whenever the President thinks otherwise, he 
has the authority to grant them relief.” 

We have received a circular headed “ The Views of the 
Navy Afford a Strong Argument for Adhering to the 
‘Seniority rule’ in Filling the Office of Surgeon-General.” 
First, we have the ‘Views of the Line,” as expressed by a 
rear-admiral of the Navy, in a letter to the Army anp Navy 
JOURNAL, dated Sept. 6, 1879. Next, the ‘‘ Views of the 
Medical Corps,” as follows: ‘‘ When the present Secretary of 
the Navy was first required to fill the office of surgeon- 
general (on the retirement of Dr. Grier iu October, 1378, ) 
the Department called on all the then accessible members of 
the Medical Corps for expressions of their opinions on this 
subject, and the responses were almost unanimously in 
favor of the ‘seniority rule.’ Some of these letters set 
forth at length the views of the writers and the ressons for 
the ‘seniority rule,’ and coming, as many of them did, from 
officers of long service and intelligence, who, by reason of 
their retiring before reaching the head of the corps, cou'd 
have no possible interest in the matter, except the etiiciency 
of this branch of the naval service, they should be of givat 
weight in determining this question. These letters are now 
on file in the Navy Department.” 

THe naval cadets had a sham battle at Annapolis on Tucs- 
day afternoon, March 23.

The different phases of the fight were followed by 
large crowds of peop le, not only boys and men, but ladies, 
who forgot the ploughed district in the excitement of the 
mimic conflict. hen it was all over the boats were towed 
back by the steam launches, and the midshipmen, headed by 
full band, marched back to quarters, the defeated blue coats 
bringing up the rear.

Tue Eneuisa Navy Estrmates.—The London Zimes 
congratulates the country on the reduction in its navy 
estimates of £100,000, especially as the power of the 
navy is in no way dimmished. The reductions are 
mainly effected on shore. The effective service afloat is 
adequately inaintained. Jn its discussion of naval esti- 





mates in general, the 7imes says: ‘‘ Unquestionably the 
most important feature in naval expenditure is the pro- 
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vision for the construction and repair of ships. Any 
influence which tends to interfere or tamper in any way 
with this is bad; so important, indeed, is it that this 
provision should be ample and sufficient that anything 
tending even to conceal or obscure it is dangerous.” 
Amongst the important repairs to be made are the 
following: The Colossus, one of the new steel iron- 
clads, is to be proceeded with and advanced to 35-100ths; 
two steel corvettes, the Canada and Cordelia, will have 
good progress made with them; while eight other 
vessels are to be completed; and the Neptune, one of 
our purchases in 1878, is to be altered as regards her 
armament. The work at Devonport is never very im- 
portant, and will include next year the advancement and 
completion of four composite sloops, a steel corvette 
(the Conquest), some small work on four other sloops 
and corvettes, and the completion of eight gunboats. 
At Pembroke good work will be done in launching the 
Ajaz, an armored monitor, and proceeding with the 
steel-armored ship Majestic, which is to be advanced to 
29-100ths ; and 12 gunboats and small vessels are to be 
completed ; while both here and at Portsmouth two 
new iron-clads are to be commenced, but of their designs 
nothing is known. This work, if completed, will pro- 
vide 7,231 tons of armored construction, and 4,605 of 
unarmored, on 12 armored and 29 unarmored vessels. 
The work which it is proposed to execute by private 
firms will include a corvette of the Comus type, 22 
small steam vessels and gunboats, and 56 torpedo boats, 
giving in all a tonnage of 4,310 tons. Altogether, then, 
it is proposed to provide for 15,946 tons of construction 
during the ensuing year. 








THE DUILIO EXPLOSION. 


Tue Thunderer has been ordered, says a cable des- 
patch of this week, to proceed to Spezia, that her 
officers may. be present at the official inquiry into the 
late bursting of one of the Duélio’s 100-ton Armstrong 
guns. But already we gather from our European files 
a clear and unusually instructive history of the whole 
transaction. And as no detailed account has yet ap- 
peared here of this most important and suggestive episode 
in modern gunnery experiments, we will proceed to de- 
scribe it in full. Perhaps the best,way to do this will be 
to select from the various despatches and letters which 
came on succeeding days from Rome and Spezia to the 
London Standard and the London Times, thus showing 
how the accident was at first regarded, and what 
additional facts came out on investigation. 


(Special telegrams to the London Standard, Spezia, March 6-7-8.) 


One of the 100-ton guns on board the Duslio parted 
asunder with the battering charge to-day. The back 
part of the gun recoiled against and damaged the wall of 
the turret. Thirteen rounds had been fired previously. 

The failure of the 100-ton gun yesterday is of a 
character quite unprecedented. Thegun is composed of 
an inner steel tube, surrounded by wrought-iron coils. 
The steel tube is chambered (that is, hollowed out toa 
larger calibre) where the charge lies. The chamber is 
cylindrical in the body but conical at either end. The 
comparatively small amount of damage done seems to 
show that the gun must have yielded very slowly and 
not actually given way till the pressure of the gas in the 
bore had much diminished. The recoil of the gun 
partially moved the steel plates of the turret, causing a 
vertical opening, which may be easily repaired. The 
gun, too, is far from hopelessly damaged. The tube is 
broken clean across at the base of the front cone, the 
wrought-iron coils forming the bulk of the gun being 
almost entirely uninjured. They seem to have drawn 
asunder forward and backward. While the front part 
with muzzle remained resting on the hydraulic carriage, 
the rear portion recoiled against the back of the turret, 
and rebounded almost into the old position. There 
were two officers and seven sailors hurt. The gun will, 
it is thought, require only a new tube. A committee 
assembled yesterday to investigate the cause of the acci- 
dent, and went on board at noon to-day, and both guns 
of the fore turret were fired with the full charges. 
Nothing unusual occurred. There is a strong opinion 
after a preliminary examination that the accident is due 
to some serious flaw in the steel tube. ; 

The only grave cases among the wounded are two—a 
midshipman, who was severely burned, chiefly in the 
hand, and a sailor who stood close beside the gun where 
it opened; he was burned, and sustained some injury 
by his head striking against the turret wall. In all the 
other cases the men are only slightly burned, having 
been below the turret. A charge of powder was ona 
truck below the turret, but did not ignite. Five officers 
were standing on the roof of the turret, but were unin- 
jured. The general opinion is that if the gun had burst 
explosively, many must have been killed, and the ship 
set on fire by the ignition of the charge below the turret. 
One sailor who was on tie roof of the turret fell off, 
and had his leg broken. The turret, which is of oval 
shape, and 82 ft. by 26 ft. 6 in. inside, was almost filled 
by the two guns and their carriages. The diameter of 
the breech of the gun is 6ft. 6 in. 

The gun, which had been successfuliy discharged on 
several previous occasions, was this time experimentally 
loaded by hand, not by the mechanism provided for the 
purpose. 

(Telegram to the London Times, Rome, March 8.) 

Admiral Acton, Minister of Marine, replying this 
afternoon to an interrogation made by Signor Nicotera, 
said the Armstrong guns possessed incontestable superi- 
ority over all others, and one of those possessed by 
Italy had been fired as many as 12,000 times. The 
bursting of the gun on board the Thunderer had been 
due to double-loading, but in the experiments made with 
those of the Duilio, with a charge 250 kilogrammes of 
powder, a tension had never been produced of more 





than 3,100 atmospheres, while the*gun was calculated 
to resist as much as 5,000 atmospheres. The gun had 
split in two places, but without throwing off any 
splinters. All the men in the turret were wounded, but 
the gravity of their injuries and of the damage done to 
the ship was far less than could have been expected 
from the enormous proportions of the gun. The gun 
had already been fired 26 times, and on this, the 27th, 
was charged with the regulation 250 kilogrammes of 
powder. 
(Correspondence of the London Standard.) 
Spezia, March 6. 

The accident which occurred to-day to one of the 
100-ton guns on board the Duilio is extremely serious 
from every point of view. The only satisfactory fea- 
ture of the case is that there is no doubt of the manner 
and hardly any of the cause of the explosion. The gun 
has not burst as the term is usually understood—that is 
to say, it bas not flown into pieces with destructive 
effect to life. What has happened is exactly this. The 
powder chambers of all the 100-ton guns were enlarged 
in some cases after the pieces were made, and in all 
after they were designed. From the enlarged portion 
of the bore to that which remains in its original condi- 
tion there is of course a slope which, pursuing it round 
the interior of the gun, forms a truncated cone, with its 
base the size of the powder chamber, and the truncated 
section the size of the rest of the bore. When the gup 
was fired with a charge of 551 1b. of Fossano powder 
and a 2,0001b. shot, the steel tube parted with a clean 
fracture just at the base of this truncated cone. The 
wrought-iron coils which surround the steel tube are 
meant to resist transverse strain and the longitudinal! 
strain so far as their own material is concerned. Not 
the slightest damage has occurred to any of them so far 
as can yet be ascertained, but, when the steel tube 
parted, the wrought-iron tubes, which are formed of 
coils, separated from each other, so that the breech of 
the gun was puzhed backwards by the force of the gas 
gencrated from the charge, and the muzzle portion was 
only prevented from an equal movement forward by the 
hydraulic press which controls the gun in its motions, 
and which, in this case, kept under perfect control that 
portion of the gun which remained fixed to it by the 
trunnions. The breech portion—for it must be remem- 
bered that there were only two parts—was under no 
control, but was driven backwards against the turret 
wall behind it. This wall consists of, first, an inner 
steel skin, then the backing, then the twenty-two inch 
plates, and outside alla second skin. The breech in- 
dented the inner skin, which it cracked and starred in 
every direction. The force of the blow caused two of 
the great twenty-two inch plates to open away from 
each other, as one opens both sides of a pair of folding 
doors. 

Having caused this effect, the heavy breech portion 
rebounded almost into its own place again, and was 
there brought up by the muzzle portion, which remained 
affixed to the carriage by the trunnion. Both pieces re- 
mained in the turret, the roof of which was partly torn 
asunder by the plates as they leaned outwards, and 
possibly also raised to a certain amount by the escape 
of gas. But there is reason to believe that almost ail 
the force of the powder had been spent in opening the 
gun, and that the remaining power would not have been 
sufficient in itself to lift the roof of the turret. If the 
pressure of the gas from the powder had been severe 
enough to rend the roof by itself, there can hardly be a 
doubt that the two men in the turret would have been 
killed. 

Lieutenant Parent was acting as captain of the gun, 
and was seated somewhat above the breech. He was 
lifted upwards, and struck his head against the roof 
either of the turret or the conning tower, I am not cer- 
tain which. The effects of the blow cannot be very 
serious, for he was soon desirous of conversation, and 
told me, with great pluck, ‘‘I am all right, but Iam 
sorry for the system, which will now be decried, but 
which I still believe to be the best in existence.” Capt. 
Albini, too, the Director General of Naval Ord2ance, 
declared himself perfectly ready to go into the other 
turret, aud remain there while the two guns which form 
its armament were fired. Indeed, nothing could exceed 
the courage and good feeling of all the Italian officers 
present, who treated the whole affair more as an un- 
avoidable accident than as a serious blow to the credit 
of their new artillery. 

This most serious accident may be regarded from 
two points of view, according to the different inclina- 
tions of those who study it. From the one side it may 
be said with perfect truth that one of the grandest speci- 
mens of the English system has distinctly failed, and 
that from no abnormal cause, but apparently from 
innate weakness of construction. The steel tube which 
forms the interior of the gun has been literally pulled 
asunder by forces acting on both ends of the powder 
chamber in opposite directions. On the other hand, it 
may with equal fairness be urged that, though the inner 
steel tube completely gave way, so that the gas could 
penetrate the whole structure, the wrought-iron parts 
did not burst, though the tubes drew out of each other. 
It is quite possible that if they had been hooked together, 
as is sometimes done, they might have supported the 
weakness of the thin steel tube and prevented its sepa- 
ration. To an observer who desires only to ascertain 
the truth, it must appear that a failure of this particular 
kind had not been contemplated or provided against. 
The power of the gun against the ordinary process of 
bursting has been shown to be more than sufficient. 
The gravest question is: How does the chambering of 
guns, which has given such extraordinary results in 
velocity, affect their lasting qualities? Signs have been 
detected, even before this accident, of a special action 
of the gas upon the shoulders of the chambers; and it 
may be questioned whether the extreme competition 
among gunmakers has not led to a somewhat hasty 
adoption of dimensions which may have to be modified 
by future experience. The enormous velocities lately 


obtained by both Armstrong and Krupp will, without 


doubt, be continued ; but the opinion may be ventured 
that a form must be found for the chamber which will 
not, be subject to the danger of unduly obstructiag the 
issue of the gas. 

The 100-ton Armstrong guns were designed about six 
years ago, when a charge of three hundred pounds was 
proposed for them. Before they were comniented 
sufficient experimental data had been acchniulated to 
enable the designers to improve their wor x,and increase 
both charges and velocity; yet not until the first gun 
was actually at Spezia, and the others well in hand, did 
the new system of chambering come into use. The 
result was that, weight for weight, the power of the 
100-ton gun did not equal that of the new ordnance 
which was being produced at Elswick. The makers. 
had more than fulfilled their contract, yet had done less 
than seemed possible todo. A decision was therefore 
come to to chamber the guns, and the experiment was 
made on the largest gun in the world before exact know- 
ledge was obtained of all the strains which would be 
produced. Nor was this all, for the Italians, deter- 
mined to retain the superiority of their heavy ship guns 
above all others, made up their minds to increase the 
battering charge until it reached the enormous weight of 
five hundred and fifty-one pounds. By this means they 
not only fired rather excessive charges of powder, but 
reduced the air spaces in the chamber, thus adding to 
the dangerous effect of the discharge. ‘The battering 
charge will now probably be again lowered to an amount 
which wil! st li enable the gun to pierce the armor of 
the /nfler */-, and of the Duilio herself, without ex- 
cessive strain. 

To the Ed t v 0° the Standard: 

Sir: Your Spezia correspondent is not quite correct ‘in 
stating iu his article, which appears this day in the Standard, 
upon the above subject, that ‘‘ there is no system of guns 
that has not at some time or other had its reverses.” There 
are upwards of two thousand guns of mine in our service. 
They are fired probably more than all other kinds of heavy 
rifled guns taken together. The aaa used in them is 
much more violent in its action than the powder that has 
caused accidents to other guns. No change whatever has 
been made in the pattern perfected by me in 1868 when the 
guns were introduced, and no approach to an accident has 
ever occurred. I am, sir, your obedient servant,

Rias For Boats anp LAauNcHES.—The executive commit- 
tee of the U. 8. Naval Institute, determined to try the plan 
of having quarterly discussions at the institute and its 
branches ; the reports of the discussions to be arranged and 
collected, and finally criticized by some recognized au- 
thority. The general subject of discussion was to be: The 
Modern Ship of War ; the branches or sub-heads for separate 
discussion being the type, construction, rig, machinery, 
boilers, armament, sanitary arrangement, ventilation, rigs 
for its boats, etc. The tirst discussion, under this pom 
plan, ‘ Rigs for boats and launches,” was held at the meet- 
ing of the New York branch, at the Naval Lyceum, Navy- 
yard, Brooklyn, March 18, Lieutenant Commander Chad- 
wick being in the chair. ‘The subject was intro- 
duced by the reading of notes on the construction 
and rigs of boats, by Lieutenant Boutelle Noyes, of 
the training ship M’nnesofa. Lient. Noyes being absent, the 
notes were read by ihe corresponding secretary. Licutenant 
Noyes took the ground that the principal faults of our boats 
in construction were a want of carrying capacity, and a want 
of weatherliness. The lines of our boats were too fine, their 
build looking to spced rather than any other purpose; their 
freeboard was too low, and there was a great want of perma- 
nent and useful fittings. ‘The bows were not full enough for 
carrying properly howitzers or Gatlng guns, and when the 
boats were loaded down with all stores and equipments, they 
were too often unscaworthy. As to rig, Lieut. Noyes ad- 
vocated the sloop rig for lannches with topmasts and gaff- 
topsail, lug sails with jiggcrs for the cutters and sliding gun- 
ters for whale boats and gigs. Accompanying the notes was 
a plan, drawn to scale, of the — rigs; seme of which 
were adopted from designs by Mr. R. B. Forbes, as giveniu his 
pamphlet on rigs for boats, yachts, etc. The matter having 
been thus opened, a discussion followed by Lieut. Hanford, 
Lieut. Commander Chadwick, and others. The plans of the 
Bureau of Equipment were shown, calling for sliding gunter 
rigs for the larger cutters and “t sails for the smaller cut- 
ters and dingies. After a full debate, the expression of 
those present was decidedly in favor of the sliding guuter as 
the rig for ail cutters and whale boate, the sprit sail for 


dingies, and the sloop rig without gaff-topsails for 
launches. Everyone ayreed cordially with Lieut. Noyes in 


regard to the fvults of construction of the boats furnished 
the Navy, aud while appreciating the success of our boats in 
different contests with men-of-war of other countries, it was 
felt that too much had been sacrificed for speed alone under 
oars. 








Tur Express Butter.—Col. W. D. Pickett, an Illi- 
nois gentleman, and an indefatigable and enthusiastic 
sportsman, who spends many months every year in 
Montana, hunting, purely for the love of hunting, gives 
un interesting resumé of his experience with the express 
bullet, in a letter to the Sharps Rifle Co., Bridgeport, 
Conn. His record covers two hunting seasvns, and 
summing up the results, he says: The use of a solid 
ball, from the same rifle, during the two previous sea- 
sons, shows that of about 70 deer and antelope known 
to be hit about one out of 4 (4) required a second shot. 
With express ball, on same animals, during two follow- 
ing seasons, one out of nine required a second shot. 
The above record, he says, ‘‘ shows, in my opinion, that 
a rifle of .44 cal. with proper ammunition, is powerful 
enough for the largest game of the continent. Ail that 
is accomplished by your explosive cap is to open the ~ 
point of shell, which is more effectually done by its own 
velocity (without the explosive) after entering the 
animal. ‘The orifice is also too large and point of ball 
seemingly too blunt for accuracy. 38-16 orifice is large 
enough for a ball of 275 to 300 grains. The above 
Shooting was done with the Sharps Long Range .44 cal. 
purchased in 1876.”

THE ENGLISH COAST GUARD. 


Wuat was said on the subject of the English Coast 
Guard by Lieut.-Commander Cuoapwiox, U. 8. N., in 
the lecture, of which we recently gave a synopsis, was 
so interesting that we return to the subject to give a 
further report of it. The whole of the coast of Great 
Britain and Ireland is, he tells us, divided into nine dis- 
tricts; these districts are subdivided into seventy-three 
divisions, each of which is under a commander or licu- 
tenant, called the inspecting officer of the division. 
These divisions are subdivided into 230 stations, each in 
charge of a chief officer(about equal in rank to a warrant 
officer). 
The whole force of seamen in the Coast Guard ashore 
is about 3,800. These men are taken from the men of 
the navy of good character, who have completed eight 
years’ continuous service, whese age does not exceed 37, 
who are either trained men or seaman gunners, who 
wear at least one good conduct badge, and who are re- 
commended by their captains. There is no restriction as 
to the number of candidates from any particular ship ; 
but the admissions depend upon the numberof vacancies. 
Those who enter the Coast Guard must renew their con- 
tinuous service engagements while serving in it, and they 
are only appointed on that condition. 

Lists of volunteers for the Coast Guard, showing the 
names and ratings, and accompanied by copies of their 


commission. In case of misconduct, or from want of 
adaptability, the man may be transferred back to active | 
service. Whether fit for service or not all except chief 
boatmen are discharged from the Coast Guard at 50; the 
chief boatmen are discharged at 55. 

The first reserve of nine ships is attached to the Coast , 
Guard, one to each district, and form part of it. These 





ships are under reduced complements. Those now em- 
ployed are the Audacious of 6,034 tons, the Penelope of 
4,394 tons, the Hector of 6,718 tons, the Warrior of 
9,137 tons, the Resistance of 6,070 tons, the Lord 
Warden of 17,842 tons, the Hercules of 8,677 
tons, the Valiant of 6,713 tons, the Belleisle, 4,720 
tons; all these are ironclads. During the summer 
months they take on board all the men who can be 
spared from their respective districts, and cruise in 
squadron. 

This forms the most effective reserve that England 
has. Here are nearly 4,000 men of special character, 
training and physique, who are ready at a moment’s no- 
tice on the outbreak of war for sea-service. In the 
meantime they are usefully and actively employed a 
safeguard to the coast, ready to save life or give aid in 
distress ; each station, too, becomes a signal station, 
which in our own case could work usefully in conjunc- 
tion with our central signal office. Its usefulness could 
be extended almost indefinitely as compared with the 
status of our present system. Though, as before stated, 
first instituted with the idea of making it before ull other 
things a means of protection to the revenue, the Coast 
Guard has become much more than this. The present 
policy of England has exempted almost everything but 
spirits and tobacco from duty. So that not nearly so 
large a force or so much vigilance is necessary as for- 
merly, when there were frequent and bloody fights with 
smugglers. There are now employed as coast guard 
cruisers and tenders to the large ships of the first re- 
serve, twenty-five small vessels; and as coast guard 
watch vessels, sixteen others, varying in tonnage from 
103 to 484 tons. 

The application of this system to our own coast service 
would do both it and the Navy infinite good. It 
would tend to bring it more in contact with the people 
at large; give it an employment at home; afford a 
refuge for the most deserving men; give our life-saving 
service a strictly military organization, such as it ought 
to have, and furnish us a reserve of disciplined and 
trained men sufficient on the occurrence of an emergency 
to man a squadron of eight or ten ships. 








THE SERVICE CLUBS OF LONDON. 


WuitakeEr’s Almanac for 1880 gives the names of 
about ninety of the regularly established London clubs. 
As the service clubs socially, as well as for their ex- 
cellence, stand at the head of London clubs, we wil] 
deal only with them in description. The first service 
club established in London was the Guards’ Club in 
1813. This was followed by the United Service in 1815, 
and the Junior United Service in 1827. The Guards 
Club is open to officers of the three regiments of 
Life Guards only. The United Service was for the 
senior officers of the army, navy, and marines; com- 
manders in the navy and lieutenant-colonels in the army 
being the limit. The Junior United Service was for all 
officers of the army, navy, and marines who could not 
get into the other club, owing to its list of members 
being limited, and also an account of junior rank. 

In 1887, Sir Epwarp Barnes and a few officers just 
returned from India, finding from the number of candi- 
dates on the list of the Junior United Service Club how 
little chance there was of any officers being enabled for 
years to join any military club, proposed to establish an 
“Army Club” to which all officers on full or half pay 
should be eligible. The Duke of WeLLinGTon on being 
applied to declined to become either a member or patron 
unless it was opened in a similar manner to the navy 
and marines, which suggestion was acted upon, and he 
at once became a patron, and at the commencement of 
1838 the Army and Navy Club was opened on King 
street, St. James Square. Sir Epwarp Baryzs, the 
first president of the club, died in 1838, and the presi- 
dency was offered to Admiral Sir Partie DurHam, who 
accepted it. He died in 1845, and the late Duke of 
CAMBRIDGE being a member, accepted, and at his death 
his son, the present Duke of CamsBringg, followed 
him. 

The present Army and Navy Club, corner of Pall 
Mall and St. James Square, owns the freehold site. It 
has a frontage on Pall Mall of 80 feet, 100 in St. James 
Square, and is 200 feet in depth. The excavations, 
concrete, etc., cest £52,000, the building £54,000, and 
the furnishing £10,000, making a total of £116,000.

During the building of the present club house the 
members occupied a house on St. James Square. The 
first stone of the present building was formally laid May 
13, 1848, and the club was formally opened Feb. 25, 
| 1851. This was the first military club which allowed 
visitors. Its present membership is 2,342. Those above 


|, 000 are supernumerary, absent abroad, and pay £1 5s. 


a year. The entrance fee is £40, and the annual sub- 
' scription £10. The list of candidates is large, and from 
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five to twelve years is required to get in, even if sure of 
election on the final ballot. 

The East India United Service was established in 1847 
for officers of the East India service. It has 1,200 
members. The entrance fee is £30, and the annual 
subscription £8 8s. It is on St. James Square. In 1862 
the Naval and Military Club was established, and at 
present is located in Lord Patmerston’s old house on 
Piccadilly, facing the Green Park. It is one of the four 
handsomeast service clubs in London, and cannot be 
surpassed for location. In 1876 and 1877 the heuse 
which they leased was done up, and to-day they boast 
the handsomest club in London. Their membership 
comprises the army, navy, and marines. They have 
2,000 members. The entrance fee is £36 15s., and the 
annual subscription £8 8s. 

The Royal Artillery and Engineers established a sub- 
stantial club of 400 members in 1878 on East Pall Mall. 
They have no entrance fee, and the annual subscription 
is £3°3s., its membership is, as its name denotes, confined 
to officers of those two branches. 

In 1871, the Junior Army and Navy, now on Grafton 
street, was established. Its membership is confined to 
the army, navy, and marines. It has 800 members. 
Annual dues, £7 %s.; entrance fee, £10 10s. The 
Junior Naval and Military started afresh in 1879, on 
Dover street, Piccadilly. It has as yet no limit, no 
entrance fee, but a yearly subscription of £8 8s. It 
was established originally in the building now occupied 
by the Beaconsfield Club, which is on Pall Mall, back of 
the Marlborough House. It was then onthe proprietary 
system. It did not work well, owing to the proprietor 
becoming involved, and for other causes; so they broke 
up and started afresh, hoping by that means to also 
eliminate objectionable members. The club is now 
doing well, and in a few years both those junior clubs 
above mentioned may be expected to occupy handsomer 
buildings, and the latter a better social status. Militia 
officers who have not been in regular service are cligible 
to membership in the Junior United Service and the 
Junior Naval and Military Clubs. 

Again, reverting to the senior club, the Guards, it 
has a handsome building on Pall Mall, near Marlborough 
House. It has 300 members. The entrance fee is 
£31 10s., and the annual subscription £10 10s. The 
Junior United Service is corner of Regent street, 8. W., 
and Charles street. : 

Those who have visited London muy have noticed at 
the foot of Regent street, 8. W., the Guards’ memorial 
of the Crimea. On the left, facing the Duke of Yorx’s 
column, is the handsome and imposing edifice of the 
United Service; on the right, the Athenaeum Club, 
which is for members of scientific and literary tastes. 

The Army and Navy, the United Service, Junior 
United Service, and Naval and Military, can truly boast 
of handsome buildings, perfect palaces indeed, in their 
appointments. 

Officers of the army, navy, and marines who are mem- 
bers of these clubs, when they go to London, generally 
take a room near at hand, and make the club their 
homes. Officers of our Services who have seen the 
drinking done in English regiments and ships abroad 
would be surprised to find how little of that tippling 
there is in the English service clubs of London. The 
managemem of these clubs is under a committee and 
the secretary. The cuisine is excellent. The libraries 
are fine, comfortable rooms. No smoking is allowed 
outside of the smoking room, where all papers, journals, 
etc., are kept, as in the morning and writing rooms, 
where there are always papers and envelopes. The 
servants are under military disciplinc, and wear the 
livery of the club. No tipping or cheek is permitted 
from servants, and members do not ‘‘ stand treat” every 
time some one comes in. Each member preserves his 
individuality and behaves like a gentleman, as expulsion 
from any London club means social disgrace. In the 
service clubs no gambling is allowed. The ordinary 
games are allowed with a fixed limit of wagers. If 
officers wish to gamble they form some other outside 
club, such as the Hanover Square and Raleigh, where 
gambling is said to be unlimited. 

Their club rules admit princes of the blood, and dis- 
tinguished officers of the British and other armies and 
navies, as honorary life members. General Grant 
is a life member of the Junior United Service. 

Military and naval attachés are honorary members of 
all service clubs while in England. The committee can 
also, upon the proposal of a member, seconded by another 
member, elect any foreign officer for three months, ex- 
tending the honor as long as he may be in England. In 
such cases he has all the privileges of a paying member. 

The Diplomatic Corps have also a club of 475 mem- 
bers. It is called the St. James, and is on Picca- 


dilly. 





The oldest London club is White's, at 37 St. Jamcs 
street, established 1730. The Albermarle is a ladies’ and 
gentlemen’s club. It is on Albermarle street, and has about 
600 members, but as ladies and club life will run to 
gossip and scandal, it is yet to be seen if it will be a 
success. It was founded in 1874. 

The Marlborough is said to head the list of social 
clubs. The Prince of Waxgs belongs to it, but he is as 
often to be seen in the Army and Navy Club, of which 
he is a member, as in the former. 

The list of candidates for any well-known London 
club is always a large one, and the time necessary from 
proposals, etc., to elections is about seven years. 








CONSTRUCTION FUND FOR THE NAVY. 

Tue bill, S. 1492, ‘to provide a permanent construc 
tion fund for the Navy, and for other purposes,” intro 
duced in the Senate March 17, 1880, by Mr. Burnsipg, 
is the same as the Harris bill, H. R. 3983, which was 
published in the Journat of Jan. 31 and Feb. 7. It 
provides for an appraisement of naval stores and supplies, 
the sale of useless material, the condemnation of vessels 
not worth repairing, and the establishment of a perman- 
ent construction fund to be expended on new vessels, 
and old vessels which can be repaired at a cost not ex- 
ceeding forty per cent. of the price of a new vessel of 
corresponding character. 

These two bills, 8. 1492 and H. R. 3983, embody 
what is left of Mr. Tarris’s original scheme of a board 
of assistants for the Navy. There seems to be no reason- 
able ground of objection to the measure in its present 
form, and we hope it will receive the united support of 
the Navy and secure the favor of Congress. Certainly 
something must be done if we do not propose to let our 
Navy go to pieces, while we are discussing what sort of 
veszels we necd. The bill authorizes the Secretary to 
open a public competition for models, plans, and speci- 
fications for naval vessels, their engines, machinery, and 
armament, and we hope that if it ever comes to that the 
competition will be made as broad as possible. Let it 
include forcigners as well as native; for what we want 
is the best vessels, regardless of the question as to who 
shall have the credit for them. 

Among the indications that the condition of our Navy 
is beginning to attract more notice is the appearance in 
a popular magazine (/Zarper’s for April) of an article on 
the ‘‘ Navy of the United States,” showing its condition 
and necessities. Its author, Mr. E. H. Dersy, argues 
for the use of light steel-clad vessels with compound 
engines and using coal armor ; for torpedo boats making 
twenty miles an hour, and for subsidies for ocean lines 
of steamers to be used in time of war aud to serve asa 
school for seamen. Mr. Derby questions whether our 
officers ‘‘are as well versed in seamanship as in the 
earlier days of the Navy, when we took our officers 
from the merchantmen, and brought such men as 
Deroatur, Presit, BarinsripGE, Hui, STEWART, PER- 
ry and McDonoves to the front.” 


Tne comprehensive and luminous annual addresses of 
Judge Daly, delivered before the American Gevgraphi- 
cal Socicty, are always interesting, but the oneof this year 
was made specially so by its review of the past two years 
of geographical progress. It was delivered in New York 
on the evening of Tuesday, the 23d, and it paid an 
appreciative tribute to the work of our two military ser- 
vices. Judge Daly, in speaking of the Navy Depart- 
ment, specified the survey of the Pacific coast off Guate 
mala by Commander J. W. Philip, in the steamer 
Tuscarora, and the determination of a large number of 
secondary meridians of longitude by means of telegraph 
cables. Licuts.-Commanders && M. Green and C. H. 
Davis have extended a chain of measurements from the 
Greenwich meridian by way of Lisbon, Madeira, the 
Cape Verde Islands, Pernambuco, Bahia, Rio Janeiro, 
and Montevideo to Buenos Ayres, connecting there with 
the measurement made by Dr. Gould across South 
America to Valparaiso. In each case the latitude has 
been established by the zenith telescope and the longi- 
tude by telegraphic exchange of time signals. The city 
of Lisbon and the whole coast of Portugal were thus 
demonstrated to be considerable more than two minutes 
further westward than their present place on the chart. 

In speaking of Metevrology, Judge Daly said : 


I have already sufficiently detailed, in previous addresses, the 
nature of the work of our own Signal Service Bureau at Washing- 
ton, which has become pre-eminent forits ability and its accuracy, 
as well as the co-opcrative work of like organizations now extend- 
ing largely «ver Europe. It is only necessary, therefore, to say 
that during the past two years this efficient work has been con- 
tinued, inspiring additional confidence in its value, and thata 
most remarkable feature in the work of our own bureau at Wash- 
ington has been a series of charts baved upon the state of the 
barometer, the thermometer, and of the weather generally in dif- 
ferent parts ef the globe, This route is so arranged that the ob- 
servations at different places—for instance, at Washington, 
London, St. Petersburg, Constantinople—are not taken in the four 
cities at the same local clock time, but at precisely the same mo- 
me .t, the observer and readers in the ecveral cities being all actu- 
ally at their instrauacats at once. 





Turning to geographical work in our own country, 
Judge Daly spoke of the completion of the survey of the 
northern boundary line between the United States and 
Canada, after eight years’ labor. Among American 
geographical enterprises were mentioned the Hayden, 
Powell, and King surveys of our Territories, now con- 
solidated in a single bureau, under the direction of the 
latter, the explorations of Lieut. Wheeler in Nevada and 
Oregon, and the report of Lieut. Powell on the possible 
reclamation of the arid region of the West, by means of 
an organized system of irrigation, 

Judge Daly also refers to the fact that Commander 
Selfridge, United States Navy, has made a new survey 
of the Lower Amazon and Madeira Rivers. We have 
purposely extracted from the address only those parts 
relating to the Army and Navy; but these of coune 
form but a small portion of the very interesting review 
of the geographical work of the year, which is given by 
Judge Daly. 








Tue Bulletin de la Réunion des Officiers contains an 
article on torpedoes as employed for the armament of 
torpedo-boats and men-of-war. Its general conclusions 
are that ships of war should carry (1) Whitehead torpe- 
does, despite their high cost and cumbersomeness, on 
shipboard and in the long-boats; (2) Spar torpedoes at 
the bows ; (8) torpedoes jetées and hand torpedoes; (4) 
torpedoes in tow, but only in case the latt-r are light 
and easy to take out of the water and put back again. 
Nevertheless it is believed that self-moving torpedoes 
will be sufficiently improved to replace nearly all those 
just mentioned as ‘necessary for the prescnt armament 
of ships. Russia is said to be already moving in that 
direction, A. J. Chpakovsky being mentioned among 
prominent experts. Whitehead also is endeavoring to 
make his self-moving torpedoes, ‘lighter, simpler, and 
less cumbersome. The regular solution of the problem 
has been undertaken in Russia by authorities versed in 
electricity, hydraulics, and explosions, and a series of 
experiments is going on. ‘‘I hope,” says the author of 
the essay, in conclusion, ‘‘ that when the self-moving 
torpedoes shall satisfy, at least partly, the indicated 
conditions, they can be substituted for torpedoes 
remorquées and jetZes ; as for the hand and spar torpe- 
does, in view of the simplicity and the efficiency of 
their .employment, it is doubtful whether their use 
will be given up.” We may add that the Revista 
General de Marina, of Madrid, has an article on United 
States Torpedoes of the year 1878, by Don Alberto 
Balseiro, of the Spanish Navy; but as we find it to be 
based chiefly on our official documents, already pub- 
lished in this country, we need not quote from it. The 
same magazine is continuing a series of articles on the 
Whitehead torpedo, by Don Antonio Garcia, of the 
Marine Artillery. This is, however, a translation of 
the work written in German, by F. von Erenkrook, of 
the German Navy. 





Ir appears that in the Woolwich experiment with the 
38-ton gun, care was taken that the pressure gauges 
should not record anything under 36 tons to the square 
inch. A correspondent of the London Zimes says of this : 
‘Some disappointment has been expressed that pressure 
gauges were net used by Sir W. Palliser. I share the 
disappointment. The reason for it is apparent—namely, 
the difficulty of procuring them in a reliable form at 
short notice without unduly delaying the experiments. 
But Iam much more disappointed at the failure of the 
gauges in the Woolwich experiment with the 38-ton 
gun. This failure was rendered certain by the precau- 
tion previously taken that they should record no pres. 
sures under 36 tons to the squareinch. It is, in my 
opinion, matter for serious investigation why the pres- 
sure gauges were so treated. An inquiry into this point 
is the more needed, inasmuch as the effect of this failure 
had the convenience of concealing from the public how 
little pressure was really required to burst the Woolwich 
gun; and, without imputing this as the result of design, 
it remains equally necessary on the supposition that it 
arose from ignorance of what was to be expected from 
it. Anyhow, the facts are against the treatment.” 








Last year we called attention to the hardship of the 
law which requires officers on active duty to pay for 
fuel used by them in their public quarters. This is 
more particularly a hardship in the colder climates, and 
we notice that petitions have been sent through the 
Secretary of War to the Senate Military Committee 
from several officers at our frontier posts, asking a 
modification of the law. The petitioners have, un- 
doubtedly, a good case, and we trust that they may ob- 
tain the desired modification, and thus eecure, at least 
for those posts where the consumption of fuel is neces- 
sarily large, an adequate issue by the Government du- 


as the winter season, With the thermometer ranging 
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from 1 to 40 below zero, a fuel bill for a month in 
Utah would be nearly as bad asa gas bill for a month 
in New York. If the Government finds it necessary to 
economize to the extent of this picayune saving of fuel, 
which is now done at the expense of an unjust discrimi- 
nation against a portion of the Army, it might accom- 
plish the same result by ordering all officers on duty 
at the South in winter and sending them North only in 
the summer months. 


Coronet Westey Merritt and several other officers 
of the 5th U. 8. Cavalry, have united in a petition to 
the Senate, through the Secretary of War, asking that, 
if the bills looking to the reinstatement of Lieutenants 
Street, Chickering, and Byrne, formerly of the 1st, 6th, 
and 10th Cavalry respectively, should become law, 
these officers be restored to their former regiments, the 
view being that if they go back to these regiments, the 
officers who reaped the benefit by their separation 
from the Service will lose what they are not in the light 
of ‘the restoration entitled to, whereas if they go to 
other regiments all the officers below the rank held by 
them at the time they left the Service will suffer, pro- 
motion being regimental to include the rank of captain. 
The views of the petitioners are sound, under present 
conditions of regimental promotion, but if lineal pro- 
motion were the rule, there would be no room for com- 
plaint, as the officers restored would simply revert to 
their original position on the lineal roster which it had 
been proved they had unjustly forfeited. 











In spite of the favorable recommendation of the 
Naval Committee, the Senate on the 25th, in executive 
session, by a vote of 18 ayes to 26 nocs, rejected the 
nomination of Captain James E. Jouett to be com- 
modore U. 8. Navy. ‘The opposition to the nomination 
was led, it is understood, by Senator McPherson, of 
New Jersey, Chairman of the Committee which re- 
ported it faverably. The principal arguments in favor 
of confirmation were made by the Senators from Captain 
Jouett’s native State of Kentucky, Senators Williams 
and Beck; by Senator Whyte, representing the State 
from which he was appointed, and Senator Hamlin. 
Senators Anthony of Rhode Island, Conkling of New 
York, and Edmunds of Vermont, opposed it. As the 
proceedings were in executive session, there is of course 
no official report of them. The contest over this nomi- 
nation has been a bitter one, and will, we fear, leave its 
sting behind. Certainly, the sixteen captains, who were 
to have been overslaughed by their junior, are not to be 
criticised for their determined and most successf«l op- 
position to a nomination which they could, under the 
circumstances, hardly regard as less than a personal 
criticism on each one of them. 





WE publish this week the General Court-martial Or 
der dismissing Major Marcus A. Reno, 7th Cavalry, 
from the Service, his connection with the Army ceasing 
on the 1st of April. The punishment would appear to 
be a severe one in the case of an officer of twenty-nine 
years’ service, for the offences proven, but it is evident 
that Major Keno’s previous escapade had left him no 
reserve of leniency upon which to draw for favorable 
judgment in this case. Major Reno entered the Ser? 
vica as a Cadet at the Military Academy, September 1, 
1857, and saw his first service in the old Ist Dragoons. 
He commanded a regiment of cavalry during the war, 
and received the brevet of Colonel, U. 8S. A., for gallant 
and meritorious service, and Brig.-Gen. Vols. for 
meritorious service. 
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VIRGINIA MILITARY INSTITUTE. 


WE learn from a correspondent of a recent meeting in 
the corps of cadets at the Virginia Military Institute at 
Lexington, Va., which has involved a large part of the 3d 
class in dismissal. The cause was the refusal of the 
superintendent to change his orders in regard to certain 
days set apart to enable the class to prepare for an ex- 
amination to be held in mathematics on a specified day. 
The Board of Visitors—consisting of Messrs. John 
Letcher, James McDonald, Jubal A. Early, D. H. 
Maury, and M. D. Corse, names prominent in history— 
held a special session March 15, 1880, to consider the 
matter, and an application for reinstatement made by 
members of the class. The Board thoroughly con- 
demned the action of those cadets who took part in the 
affair, and highly praised those who had the moral cour- 
age to stand aloof and fulfil their obligations, recom- 
mended the restoration of some, upon condition of their 
submitting to such punishment as the superintendent 
shall deem it proper to inflict under the regulations of 
the Institute, and deferred consideration ef the cases of 
others until the next regular session. 

As the character of the Virginia Military Institute has 
always stood high in all essential points, the affair may 
be as asimple ebullition of youthful indis- 
decisive action taken by 





cretion, and the prompt and 


its authorities will hardly prompt a repetition of the 
offence.

COMPULSORY RETIREMENT. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Sir: It is obvious that any young officer presenting 
the same data found in the article in the United Service 
for March, would subject himself to the same calumnies 
which have been cast by ‘‘a Veteran in Defence of 
Veterans,” at the officer who collected and had the 
courage of his opinions so far forth as to publish them. 
‘Interested misrepresentation” can hardly be con- 
sidered a phrase curreut among gentlemen, in discussing 
a general measure, in which uncalled for asperities 
should be avoided. 

Let us look at the Register of 1836, and find the per- 
centage of field officers of the four regiments of artil- 
lery and seven of infantry, absent from their regiments 
and from the field in the Florida war, even by the 
showing of ‘‘Z.,” assuming that those he reports by 
name were present. In the 1st Artillery Licutenant 
Colonel Walbach entered the United States service 
January 10, 1799, having served to that time from De- 
cember, 1782, in the Royal Alsace Regiment of France: 
served, all told, fifty-four years to 1836. In the 2d 
Artillery, Lieutenant Colonel Crane entered the service 
January 26, 1809; in the 3d Artillery, Major Churchill 
entered the service March 12, 1812, apparently not su- 
perannuated ; in the 4th Artillery, Colonel Fenwick en- 
tered November 10, 1799, apparently not over age; in 
the ist Infantry, Major Bliss entered 1808 as a cadet, 
not over age; inthe 2d Infantry, Colonel Brady was 
an ensign in the 7th Infantry in 1792, then forty-four 
years in service; in the 3d Infantry, Colonel Many en- 
tered in 1798, then thirty-eight years in service; in the 
5th Infantry, Colonel Brooke entered May 3, 1808, 
twenty-eight years in service; in the same regiment, 
Lieutenant Colonel Cutler entered May 3, 1808, twenty- 
eight years in service; in the 6th Infantry, Colonel At. 
kinson entered July 1, 1808, twenty-eight years in ser- 
vice ; in the same regiment, Lieutenant Colonel Baker 
entered January 8. 1799, thirty-six years in service; in 
the 7th Infantry, Colonel Arbuckle, born 1776, entered 
March 3, 1799, thirty-six years in service, and sixty 
years old, and in the same regiment Major Burbank 
who, in 1800, was sergeant-major of the 13th Infantry, 
thirty-five years in service. 

Here we have thirteen field officers absent from the 
field or thirty-nine per cent. of all the field officers in 
the eleven regiments, and most of them over or about 
fifty years old. But ‘‘Z.” apparently attaches high 
value to the fact that most of the officers he cites as in 
the field in the Florida war were veterans of the war 
of 1812. 

From all the information attainable, the average age 
of the field officers reported as present for duty in the 
Florida war, viz.: Eustis, Gates, Lindsay, Heileman, 
Armistem], Bankhead, Brooks, Fanning, Taylor, Dav- 
enport, Cummings, Clarke, Vose, Clinch, Twiggs, Fos- 
ter, Green, Thompson, and Whistler, all named by 
‘*Z.,” was a little less than fifty-one years, or eleven 
years within the period of useful service in that con- 
test; for the limit of service is claimed at sixty-two. 
And it still remains that thirty-nine per cent. of all the 
field offieers of the eleven regiments in 1836, were, as 
far as we can learn, approaching the time when their 
age was telling on them, and when they still held their 
commissions in the line while younger men did their 
work. 

Now let us glance at Macomb’s report of 1840, in 
which, as commanding general, he was seeking the 
remedy for this very evil, to change the system under 
which—these are his own words—‘* all officers receive 
full pay and emoluments, whether they are capable of 
service or not, and the effective officers are obliged to 
do the duty,of the non-effective without any advantage.” 
From the extract correctly quoted by ‘‘ Z.,” it appears 
that if Macomb’s plan of 1840 had been carried out 
then, eleven out of the twelve field officers of artillery 
and nine out of the twenty-four of infantry, or, if you 
please, over ninety-one per cent. of the field officers in 
the artillery, and thirty-seven per cent. of those in the 
infantry, would have at once been retired either as su- 
perannuated or otherwise incapacitated, but who, in 
default of proper action, were holding the rank and 
drawing the pay, while younger men did the work of 
the office. We are indebted to * Z.” for calling atten- 
tion to Macoinb’s report. 

At Valo Alto and Resaca, May 8 and 9, 1845, out of 
the nine regiments comprising the 2d Dragoons, the 
four regimenis of artillery and four of infantry present, 
there are reported one colonel (Twiggs), tiree lieu- 
tenant colonels (Payay, 4th Artillery, Inapector Gene- 
ral, Garland, 4th Infantry, and McIntosh,5th Infantry). 
Where were the other eight colonels and six lieutenant 
colonels? We find, again, Walbach, Crane, etc., on the 
active list, byt, appareatly, not with the active force. 

In any consideration of the Mexican war in this 
question, it must be remembered that the evil existed 
only in the four regiments of artillery and the seven 
old regiments of infantry. 

A field return of General Scott's army on August 20, 
1847, now before me, shows the 2d Artillery com- 
manded by Major Galt, entered 1814, then about fifty-five ; 
the 3d Artillery, by Captain Burke, 1820, then about 
fifty-five ; the 4th a by Major Lee, 1822, then 
abcut forty-seven; the 5th Infantry, by Brevet Lieut. Col. 
McIntosh, 1812, then about fifty-seven; the 6th Infan- 
try, by Major Bonneville, 1815, then about fifty-four : 
the 8th Infantry, by Major Waite, 1820, then about 
forty-nine ; the Rifles, by i Loomis, 1811, thea 
about fifty-eight; the 1st Artillery, by Brevet Major 
Dimmick, 1819, then about fifty; the 3d Infantry, by 
Captain Alexander, 1819, then about fifty; the 4th Ar- 


tillery, by Major Gardner, 1813, then about fifty-six ; 
the 2d Infantry, by Captain Morris, 1822, then about 
forty-seven; the 7th Infantry, by Lieutenant Colonel 
Plympton, 1812, then about ahy-ceveb ; 9th Infantry, 
Colonel Ransom, colonel March 16, 1847, killed at the 
head of his regiment at Chapultepec, age not procura- 
ble, but hardly over sixty-two; 12th Infantry, Lieut. 
Col. Bonham ; 15th Infantry, Col. Morgan, Cadet from 
1841 to ’48, colonel, March 3, 1847 ; the Voltigeurs, Col. 
Andrews, paymaster, May 22, 1822, age not procurable; 
the 14th Infantry, Colonel Trousdale, age not procura- 
ble; the 11th Infantry, Lieutenant Colonel Wm. M. 
Graham, born 1800, then forty-seven, killed at the head 
of his regiment, at Molino, and the New York, South 
Carolina, and Pennsylvania Volunteers, commanded 
by their respective colonels. 

The Brigade Commanders were: Harney, born 1800, 
then forty-seven; Garland, first lieutenant, March 31, 
1813, say fifty-six or fifty-seven; Clark, ensign, 11th 
Infantry, March 12, 1812, say fifty-eight; Persifor F. 
Smith, age not procurable, but supposed to be less than 
sixty-two in 1847; Riley, born 1790, then fifty-seven ; 
Pierce, born 1804, then forty-three; Cadwalader, age 
not procurable, but a vigorous man in 1861, and Shields, 
born in 1810, then thirty-seven. 

The Division Commanders were: Worth, born 1794, 
then fifty-three; Twiggs, born 1790, then fifty-seven ; 
Pillow, born 1806, then forty-one, and Quitman, born 
1799, then forty-eight. 

General Scott was born June 13, 1786, and on the 
20th of September, 1847, after he had brought the war 
to a triumphant close, was only a little over sixty-one 
years and three months old, and on October 1, 1847, 
had been only thirty-nine years and five months in the 
service. 

Gen. Taylor was sixty-three in 1847, and is the only 

one of all named by ‘*Z.,” who would have been re- 
tired as superannuated before Scott was in the City of 
Mexico, but not until he had won Palo Alto, Resaca de 
la Palma, and Monterey, which capitulated on his sixty- 
second birthday. This is the exception which proves 
the rule. It will hardly be claimed that the average 
oflicer of the Army at sixty-one is the equal physically 
or intellectually of Gen. Scott, and the statement of 
*Z.” that ** Scott would have been retired Jan. 13, 
1847, whilst at the mouth of the Rio Grande organizing 
the expedition to Vera Cruz,” is inexact. 
The average age of graduation is taken at twenty-two, 
and it appears that of all the division, brigade, and 
battalion commanders in Gen. Scott’s army on the 20th 
August, 1847, the day on which the victories of Coutre- 
ras, Antouvio, and Churubusco were won, there was not 
one who had reached the age of sixty-two, or been forty 
years in service. A month later Gen. Scott was in pos- 
session of the City of Mexico. 

It will be perceived then that the main principle an- 
nounced by Gen. Upton of the alsentceism of superior 
officers of the line is sustained by this examination into 
cases of individual absence of such officers, and that the 
age of sixty-two, or forty years of service, had they been 
fixed then as the limit, would have kept uo citicient 
officer from the field. 

In addition to the evidence of Gen. Macomb, let us 
take that of Ripley, the historian of the Mexican war 
who in 1847-8 was aide-de-camp to Pillow, was brevetted 
captain for gallant and meritorious conduct at Cerro 
Gordo, and major for Chapultepec. In his history of 
the war with Mexico he uses this language upon the 
state of the Army at the outbreak of the war: 

The aumber of officers was sufficient for the command of com- 
ani s of the full size, and in the adoption of the skeleton system, 
it had been believed thut they could be raised to that standard 
when the necessity became apparent. Many officers were, how- 
ever, superannuated and unfit tor service except in the ordinary 
services of a garrieon. This class was found, of course, among 
the higher grades, and there was hardly a regiment in the Service 
which could take the field with its full number of field officers. 
This evil had arisen from the want of a retired jist ; and, as the 
different administrations of the Government liad not wished to 
take the alternative of forcing aged offic: rs, whose life had been 
spent in the Army, unprovided from the service, their duties had 
been performed by juniors without either the proper rank or pay 
of their commands, although most of the seniors with the cus- 
tomary pertinacity of old soldiers, even when their incapacity 
was notorious, insisted that they, and they alone, p ssessed the 
skill and experience necessary for high command. The general 
officers wre also advanced in years, and many of them too much 
so to be useful. But few retained the ardent enthusiasm which 
creates resources where there are none, and, when combined with 
warlike genius and sound judgment, accomplishes deeds looked 
upon as impracticable. Such never bas been the attribute of aged 
[re and the Mexican war furnishes hardly an exception to the 
rule, 

No one can blame the superannuated officers for con- 
tinuing to hold their commissions at that time, for there 
was no system of retirement to save them from the bit- 
terness of poverty until the outbreak of the Rebellion. 
What would have been the effect on those officers who 
were battalion commanders in the Mexican war had such 
a law as is proposed by Mr. Butterworth been im opera- 
tion? According to its terms an officer who enters as a 
2d lientenant, if he live to the age of sixty-two, must in 
the course of forty years pass through the six grades 
from 2d lieutenant to colonel, inclusive—an average of 
about seven years in each grade. Under it Morris, 
Captain commanding the 2d Infantry, 1847, would have 
been a major; McIntosh, Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel and 
Major in his regiment, would have been probably col- 
onel; Galt, Major commanding the 2d Artillery, would 
have been lieutenaut-colonel, and so on. 

Gen. Worth’s field return of troops engaged at Molino 
del Rey, 8th September, 1847, reports as present one 
colonel of the 8th Infantry (himself) one colonel of the 
Voltigeurs, and one of the 14th Infantry—both new 
regiments—and one colonel on the staff of the 1st 
Brigade, making a total of four colonels to the eleven 
regiments comprising the force. Evenin more recent 
years the Army has endured the same evil. In the 
Modoc campaign of 1873, in the Lava Beds of Califor- 
nia, the battalion of five companies of the 4th Artillery 
was commanded by a captain; in the Nez Percé cam- 
paign of 1877 the battalion of seven companies of the 
same regiment by a captain, no field officer in the field 
in either case. 

In the Nez Percé campaign a battalion of six com- 
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panies of the 21st Infantry was com:1anded by a captain, | 
who, the following summer, commanded a battalion com- 
of his own regiment and part of the 4th Artillery 
at Umatilla, and used up the Bannocks in one action. 
A field officer of his regiment wasin the field doing good 
service in both campaigns as inspector-gereral on the 
staff of the department commander. In Crook’s cam- 
paign against the Sioux in 1876, a battalion of four com- 
er of the 4th Artillery was commanded by a captain. 
n 1878 the 2d Cavalry was commanded in the field by 
its junior major. If there are any inaccuracies in this 
statement the writer will be glad to have them corrected. 
They are based on information believed to be sound. 
The men we find effectively engaged now are the 
ounger colonels, Miles, Mackenzie, Hatch, and Merritt. 
he law of retirement in the Navy carries promotion in 
& perennial flow through all the commissioned grades, 
and the general good of the Service is secured by it. 
Laws must be framed for the public good, not for the 
individual advantage of the few. 

The retirement of aged officers should be held to be 
what it is, a state of dignified rest for men whose lives 
have been passed in useful service to the State. No one 
will undervalue their work, and no one can hold their 
years and service in more honor than the younger officers 
of the Army. And yet it must be said that the gentle- 
men who are over the proposed limit will retire as re- 
luctantly at sixty-five or seventy or eighty as at sixty- 
two, and no age of man can be fixed as the date of 
retirement, which would not affect some one unfavor- 
ably. Hence it would be impossible to meet the views 
of each of the 2,120 officers of the active list, and it will 
hardly be claimed that te gratify some sixty or eighty 
very estimable but non-effective officers, the two thou- 
sand who are effective should let the evil which has 
hampered the Army and retarded promotion survive this 
attack upon it. 

The issue having been made by the introduction of 
Mr. Butterworth’s bill, it now devolves on the younger 
officers to use all honorable means to enlighten Congress 
and spare no proper effort to secure success. It remains 
for the Journat to call forth such an expression of 
opinion as will leave Congress in no doubt concerning 
it. The time has come when the Army must range it- 
self for or against compulsory retirement. As the case 
now stands about thirty officers, in consequence of the 
present law, find themselves antagonizing the interests 
of the country, of the two thousand officers now in the 
Service, and of all who may hereafter come into it.

AFFAIRS AT WASHINGTON. 
Wasurneton, March 25, 1880. 


In the debate on the case of Fitz John Porter, both 
Mr. Logan and Mr. Carpenter attempted to impress 
upon the mind of the public that Congress had no right 
to go behind the decisions of a General Court-martial, 
and pass any law which should look to the rehabilita- 
tion of any person who had been regularly tried and 
convicted and punished for an offence. And they ar- 
gued that the President had no authority for convening 
any board or other tribunal for the purpose of examin- 
ing into and refuting the facts concerning any case tried 
by such court. But only a short time before Mr. Lo- 
gan introduced into the Senate a bill for the restoration 
to his original rank of an officer who was regularly 
tried, convicted, and sentenced to dismissal some eight 
years since, and in which case the proceedings were 
duly confirmed and the sentence executed. 

Whether Congress has or has not the right to pass a 
law for the rehabilitation of persons, it is quite certain 
that we have to go back but a few years to find a pre- 
cedent. In May, 1874, an act was passed to relieve 
certain persons therein named, late members of Co. K, 
58th Regiment Illinois Volunteer Infantry, from the 
charge of mutiny. This act provided that the persons 
named be, and they are hereby, relieved from the pro- 
ceedings, findings, and sentence of a Court-martial ap- 
proved by Brigadier General K. Garrard, January 19, 
1865, and wherein they were severally convicted of 
mutiny; and the said proceedings, findings, and sen- 
tence are hereby set aside and revoked, and the said 
persons restored in all respects to the same rights and 
privileges t» which they would have been entitled if 
said proceedings, findings, and sentence had not been 
had or rendered. 

Singularly enough Mr. Carpenter signed this bill as 
the pro tempore Speaker of the Senate. No reasons are 
assigned for the passage of this bill. It is presumed 
that neither house of Congress considered it necessary 
that any reasons should be assigned. They assumed 
that they had a perfect right to legislate in the matter, 
and their perfect right to pass such a law was not, pro- 
bably, for one moment disputed. 

The promotions in the Medical Department of the 
Army, incident to the death of Surgeon Sloan, are: 
Surgeon W. 8S. King, to be Surgeon with the rank of 
Colonel; Surgeon John E. Summers, to be Surgeon 
with the rank of Lieut.-Colonel, and Asst. Surg. G. 
A. Otis, to be Surgeon with the rank of Major. These 
nominations have been sentin. The two first will be 
confirmed. As the Senate has refused to recognize the 
decisions of the Attorney General in regard te the re- 
arrangement of the Assistant Surgeons, the confirma- 
tion of Assistant Surgeon Otis will not, probably, be 
acted on for some time. 

Second Lieutenant Thos. C. Woodbury, 16th Infan- 
try, was, March 23, nominated to the Senate as Ist 
Lieutenant, vice Ewing, promoted. 

In the Senate, March 23, Mr. Cameron, from the 
Committee on Military Affairs, reported a bill to restore 
Robert P. Wilson, jate a captain in the 5th Cava'ry, to 
his original rank. With all due respect to the Honorzble 
Senator, we proclaim this to be an outrage that could 
be inflicted on that gallant regiment. 

Capt. Wilson’s company was ordered a few years 
since, in the midst of winter, on an Indian campaign. 
The gallant captain, who had been but recently mar- 
ried, said that he would rather resign his position than 
subject himself to the discomforts of a winter cain- 
paign. He sent in his resignation, which was ac- 
cepted. He regrets his action, hence this bill. It is too 
outrageous to have any chance of passing. 

There are now three vacancies to fill in the rank of 
major and surgeon in the Army. Notwithstanding the 





decision of the Attorney-General, which was reiterated, 
and which made an entirely new atrangement of the 
list of assistant surgeons, the Senate has refused to con- 
firm the nominations sent in by the President under that 
decision.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


A despatch from Denver, Col., March 21, reports that 
Apaches raided the Round Mountain stage station, 240 
miles south of Santa Fe, Thursday, the 8th, and drove off 
all the stock—about 25 head. The Navajo scouts who 
accompanied the soldiers pursuing, have pallor being 
alarmed at the number of Apaches discovered near the 


camp. 

On Wednesday, March 22, Postmaster General Key 
received a telegram, stating that Indians had attacked 
the mail stage on the Santa Fe route, killing the driver, 
scattering the mail, and driving off the stock. The 
matter was informally referred to Gen. Sherman, who 
said that Gen. Hatch is now in the vicinity of the at- 
tack, and will render all necessary aid. 

A communication from the Interior Department, con- 
veying the wish of the families of Victoria’s band te re- 
main at San Carlos, instead of going to the Hot Springs, 
Gen. Sherman has indorsed as follows: 

_Respectfally returned to the Secretary of War, inviting atten- 
tion to the principle involved in the case. The Indian Bureau is 
feeding at heavy cost, the families of Victoria and his band of 
Apaches, while the War Department is fighting, at an awful cost 
in muney and life, the various warricrs or bucks. Does not this 
magnanimity verge on the borders of folly? W. T. SHERMAN. 

A special despatch from Fort Davis, via Galveston, 
March 20, says: ‘‘On Monday, the Indians attacked a 
ranch in this county, 12 miles from the mining camp in 
the Chinati Mountains, killed a man, and carried off a 
boy. Lieut. Bullis and troops are pursuing the Indians.” 
Gen. J. B. Jones, commanding the State Militia, is in 
receipt of official intelligence of two bodies of Indian 
raiders at the head of the Neuces River. Capt. Roberts, 
of the frontier battalion, has been ordered to cut them 
off on the Staked Plain. 

A Denison, Texas, despatch of March 23, says that on 
the previous day two parties of Indians had a mse 
battle near Atoka, Blue River county, Indian Territory. 
Several were killed and wounded on each side. 

A correspondent of the Pioneer Press at Fort Assinni- 
boine says: ‘‘ Sitting Bull is reported as being in camp 
near the big bend of Milk River, a distance of eighty 
miles from here, surrounded by his warriors, fully 
equipped and ready to resume his hostile depredations 
‘as soon as the grass is green.’ That there is ground 
for this belief is evident from the action of the Catholic 
priest stationed in the vicinity of the red warrior, who 
has written to the agent at Belknap warning him to send 


his family East. Should there be a general uprising of 
the Sioux the country would be swept bare from Buford 


to Benton, and there would go up from the helpless 
settlers of the Missouri valley such a wail of woe as has 
not been heard since the dreadful massacre of 1862, of 
which this same crucl tribe were the perpetrators, and 
there are strong grounds for such fears. The country 
has been entirely devasted of game, and the Indians are 
in a starving cendition, so that nothing seems left for 
them to do but sit quietly down and starve to death or 
make a final effort to recover the hunting grounds which 
the ever advancing tide of immigrativn has wrested from 
them.” 

The Interior Department has been informed that large 
numbers of Sitting Bull’s band have applied at Fort 
Peck for rations, offering to surrender their arms and 
ponies. 
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Morse’s Parents ror Fine-Arms.—The House Committee 
on Patents, in a report dated Dec. 5, 1878, approved the 
claim of G. W. Morse, ‘{ that all breech-loading small-arms, 
as well as all machine guns, are constructed upon a combina- 
tion of mechanical devices, which he was the first to invent, 
and that all these arms would be worthless if deprived of his 
inventions.” ‘The Chief of Ordnance, the report further 
stated, “tells us that Morse was undoubtedly a pioneer in 
this great improvement in arms, and that he knows of no 
other,” and the Patent Office experts declare “that Morse 
invented all the essential features of the modern breech- 
loading system.” ‘That the patents of Morse do not cover 
the inventions claimed, is, the Committee reported, partly 
owing to the ignorance of the Patent Office officials at the 
time, and partly because he did not himself know what was 
new. ‘ His inventions were so far in advance of the state of 
the art at that time that he was obliged to wait for the public 
to be educated up to his standpoiut, and overcome the great 
prejudice existing in the Army, as well as everywhere else, 
agaiust breech-loading guus of every kind, pees op wed 
against ove which used special ammunition, of which there 
were in existence only the specimens he had on exhibition, 
In the mean time bis most important patent expired, and was 
uot renewed.” ‘The Conumittee also urged the importance of 
setting up Morse’s inventions in defence of the Government 
against infringement suits in cases where his unclaimed de~ 
vices are used in the construction of the Springfield rifle, and 
its ammunition has been patented by others, rie ag 4 
on the 15th of March, Mr. Robertson introduced a bill, H. 
5130- which recites these facts and enacts as follows: 

Be it enacted, ete., That the Commissioner of Patents is oe 
authorized und required to issue new patents to the said G. W. 
Morse for lis own use and benefit for the term of eight from 
the date of their issue, covering such claims as should now be

patents. Also, that the said G. W. Morse shall be allowed to 
patent the improvements which he invented in bis system of fire- 
arms in the application of suid system to the old arms of the 
Unitéd States, which are shown in models constructed under his

coutracts with the Secretary of War bearing dates of 1858 and 1860. 

Sec. 2. That the Commissiouer of Patents, in order to secure the

THE SERVICES IN CONGRESS. 


ConGress is moving very slowly in matters of mili- 
tary legislation, and there is but little’of interest to re- 
port for the week. 

A resolution has been adopted in the Senate directin 
the Secretary of War to furnish the Senate with all 
data in the possession of the Engineer Department re- 
specting the entrance to Yaquina Bay, Oregon. 

The Senate Military Committee, to whom was re- 
ferred the petition of Robert R. Wilson, late captain 5th 
U. 8. Cavalry, praying to be restored to his former rank 
and position in the Army, has reported a bill, 8. 1520, 
giving him the rank and date of commission held by 
him July 15, 1876, and assigning him to the first va- 
cancy in the grade of captain of cavalry, with pay, etc., 
from date of appointment. Similar action has been taken 
by the Naval Committce on the petition of Stephen A. 
McCarty, late lieutenant commander U. 8. Navy, to be 
restored to his former position, the bill 8. R. 96 au- 
thorizing his restoration as a lieutenant commander at 
the foot of the list. 

From the Naval Committee, Mr. Cameron, on Wed- 
nesday, reported favorably, with an amendment, Sen- 
ate bill to place Somerville Nicholson, now captain, on 
the retired list as commodore at the foot of the active 
list. 

The report and the proceedings of the G. C. M. in 
Nicholson’s case were ordered printed. He was retired 
by the Board of Examiners for drunkenness. Mr. Mc- 
Pherson, from the same committee, reported with an 
amendment the joint resolution (IL. R. No. 237) direct- 
ing the Secretary of the Navy to organize a board to in- 
quire into the present condition of the double-turreted 
monitors aud the propriety and cost of completing the 
same. He said: ‘‘l wish to say in connection with 
this report that it relates to a matter which it is exceed- 
ingly important shall be acted upon quickly in order to 
enable us to make an appropriation for the purpose if 
the joint resolution shall pass at the present session of 
Congress. I shall ask the Senate to consider the joint 
resolution on Friday morning.” 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs recommend 
the passage of Hl. R. 4606, to appoint Dr. Thomas 
Owens and Win. Martin Assistant Surgeons, U. 8. N., 
on the ground that they were compelled to withdraw 
from examination on account of sickness originating in 
the line of duty. 

The Senate Committee have reported 8. 918 to pay to 
volunteer officers of the Navy mustered out under act 
of Congress, approved February 15, 1879, the difference 
between waiting-erder and sea-pay, with an amendment 
appropriating,the necessary money. The Secretary of 
the Navy approves the bill, and reports that the amount 
required will not exceed $10,000. (The House Naval 
Committee have, it is understood, agreed to report this 
bill adversely. ) 

Senator Logan's speech on the Fitz John Porter case, 
will be printed on Monday next, and will fill forty-eight 
pages of the Congressional Record. It is the longest 
speech ever made in Congress. A large colored map, 
lithographed in Philadelphia, will be published with the 
speech. 

The Senate Committee on Pensions are to report a 
substitute for the measure commonly known as the 
“Sixty Surgeons bill,” providing for the examination 
and adjudication of pension claims. It provides for the 
appointment of a commission for each Congressional 
district, to consist of a surgeon and a lawyer, of differ- 
eat political parties, whose duty it shall be to hold 
sessions in every county seat in their respective dis- 
tricts three times a year, for the purpose of examining 
applicants for pensions and witnesses in persons. It is 
provided, however, that when two or more contiguous 
districts are situated in a city or other densely populated 
neighborhood, or when the number of pensioners, and 
pension claimants in contiguous districts is compara- 
tively small, the Commissioner of Pensions may, in his 
discretion, appoint only one commission for two or 
more Congressional districts.

The Secretary of War has been directed by a resolu- 
tion of the House to furnish any information in his De- 
partment in relation to the bridge now being erected 
over the East River at New York, and his opinion as to 
whether the said bridge is not an obstruction to com- 
merce. 

The Secretary of the Nayy has furnished the House, 
in response to a resolution, all the information and cor- 
respondence in possession of the Navy Department 
touching the Interoceanic canal, which has been re- 
ferred to the Select Committee having charge of the 
subject. 

A resolution has been adopted in the House calling 
upon the Secretary of the Interior to inform Congress 
by what authority the Commissioner of Pensions is 
withholding pensions allowed soldiers of the war of 
1812 under the act of March 9, 1878. 

The following bills have been reported upon by 
House Committees : 

Reported adversely.—H. R. 1740 to amend Sec. 2305 
Rev. Stat. relating to soldiers’ and sailors’ homesteads. 

The House Naval Committee in reporting upon H. R. 
1902 to grant the widow of the late Captain Hugh N. 
Page, U. 8. Navy—who resigned and joined the Con- 
federate service at the beginning of the war—the pay 
due him at date of resignation, split upon the question 
of granting the petition. The majority recommended 
the passage of the bill. The minority, however, dis- 
sented, giving as the reason that to graut it is in oppo- 
sition to section 3480 of the Revised Statutes, which 
prohibits the payment of account, claim, or demand 
against the United States which accrued or existed prior 
to the 13th day ef April, 1861, in favor of those who 
took part in the rebellion. The minority further said : 
‘* Undeubtedly there are thousands of similar claims 
against the government held by those who left the mil- 
itary or naval service of the U. 8S. and went into rebel- 
lion, and there is no reason for making the claim in 
question an exceptional case. If it is allowed and paid, 
then all other claims covered by the statute should be 
paid also, and the statute itself repealed. The effort to 
pass this bill, in the opinion of the minority of the com- 
mittee, is an attempt to do in parts that which the sen- 
timent of the House and country will not permit to be 
done as a whole. Being opposed to the repeal of the 
act in question, 80 we are opposed to the payment of 
any claim the payment of which was prohibited by the 
act itself. We therefore respectfully recommend that 
the bill do not pass.” 

The following bills, etc., have been introduced in the 
House and referred to Cominittees: 

Military Committee.—By Mr. McLane, resolutions of 
city council of Baltimore, asking for an appropriation 
for continuing the work on Fort Carroll, Md.; by Mr. 
Young, petition of Col. A. L. Anderson, late of U. §S. 
Army, for legislation to enable him to be placed on the 
retired list of the Army; H. R. 5260, by Mr. Berry. to 
restore the lands included in Fort Reading and Fort 
Crook military reservation in California; H. R. 5267, 
by Mr. Davis, for relief of George F. Bicknell. Letters 
from ‘Secretary of War relative to the number, rank, 
pay, etc., of retired officers of the U. S. Army; H. R. 
5377, making it unlawful hereafter for any board of 
managers of any national home to impose upon the in- 
mates thereof any fine, loss of pension money, or other 
punishment involving pecuniary loss as a penalty for 
any offense or misconduct. 

Naval Committee.—Il. R. 5279, by Mr. Gibson, to 
establish a Navy-yardand depot of supplies on the Missis- 
sippi River st Algiers, or at some point between Algiers 
and Port Eads. The bill appropriates 500,000 for the 
Yard, and the argument for it, as stated in a long pre- 
amble, is that the Pensacola Yard is open to attack, 
that the iron hulls of vessels deteriorate rapidly in salt 
water, while they keep clean in fresh water, and that 
the bar at Pensacola is shoaling. H. R. 5280, by Mr. 
Gibson, to establish a marine hospital at or near New 
Orleans. 

Committee on Foreign Affairs.—Papers in the case of 
Commande; George A. Stevens have been withdrawn 
from the files and referred to this committee. 

Committee on Invalid Pensions.—H. R. 5308, by Mr. 
McCook, granting a pension to Louise Mitchell, daugh- 
ter of Maj.-Gen. O. M. Mitchell; H. R. 5802, giving a 
pension of $24 a month to those who have suffered am- 
putation below or near the elbow or knee. 

II. R. 4652, recently introduced by Mr. Coffroth, 
proposes to establish a Court of Pensions, with a chief 
justice and four judges at its head, who shali hold their 
office during good behavior. Their duties are to adju- 
dicate on pension claims disallowed by the Interior De- 
partment, and those waich do not come under any pen- 
sion law, and cannot be adjudicated by the Commissioner 
of Pensions, etc.; in fact a final court of appeal. Sec- 
tion 13 is important, as it provides that no petition or 
bill for pension will be considered by Congress unless 
the Court of Pensions shall first certify that the appli- 
cant has a meritorious claim, and that it does not come 
within the jurisdiction of said court. 

TEXT OF BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

§. 813, introduced Dec. 9, 1879. and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, March 17, 1880, was reported, and 
now provides that sections 1522, 1402, and 1493, Rt. S., be 
amended so that they shall read as follows : 

Sec. 1522. The Secretary of the Navy is authorized to make 

wrovision, by regrlations issued by him, for educating at the 
Naval Academy naval constructors and steam engineers ; he 
may for this purpose form separate classes at the Naval 
Academy, to be styled cadet engineers and cadet nayal con- 





structors, or otherwise afford to both classes all prover facili- 
ientific hanical 


ties for such scien‘ education as 8. fit them 
for said professions. The class of naval constructors shall at 
no time exceed four in number, and shall be appointed, after 
a competitive examination, from persons who have served at 
least years as shipwright apprentices in the Navy-yards 
of the United States. The academic course of cadet naval 
constructors shall be three years, and their pay, before and 
after graduation, shall be the same as cadet cngineers. 

Sec. 1402. The President, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, may appoint naval constructors and assis- 
tant naval constructors, who shall have rank and pay as 
officers of the Navy. The number of naval constructors shall 
hereafter be limited to ten, and the number of assistant 
naval constructors to ten. 

Sec. 1403. Cadet naval constructors who are graduated 
with credit in the scientific and mechanical class of the Naval 
Academy may, upon recommendation of the academic board, 
be immediately ordered to perform such duty as the Navy 
Depsrtment may direct, and as vacancies occur may be pro- 
moted to assistant naval constructors. 

8. 841, introduced Dec. 15, 1879, was reported March 18,

CanapA AS A War Power.—It was one of the 
theories of the late Lewis C. Llolton, a member of the 
Canadian Parliament, and an American by birth, that 
Canada would ultimately take military control of this 
continent. There was probably a good share of joking 
in the remark, but if Canada’s military power continues 
to increase and ours to decrease, as during the last ten 
years, it is only a question of time when the 
half-jest will become truc. Making use _ of 
the republication by the Ordnance  Depart- 
ment of the report of the Dominion Inspector of 
Artillery, Lieut.-Col. Thomas M. Anderson, of the 9th 
Infantry, in an claborate letter to the Cincinnati 
Enquirer, shows what Canada could do, should she 
ever assume to us the attitude of a war power. She 
has 600,000 enrclled militia, of which 43,365 are armed 
and organized, and drilled to some extent; 70,000 
breech-loading small arms; 400 smooth bore cannon; a 
few formidable rifle cannon, and rolled plate in store to 
encase gunboats with at short notice. Col. Strange, in 
his report, takes great comfort in the fact, that they 
could almost immediately obtain command of Lakes 
Erie and Ontario by sending gunboats through the 
Riddeau and Welland Canals. The case will be still 
stronger, hereafter, as the canals are to be so enlarged 
that men-of-war armed with 18-ton guns can steam into 
Lake Erie ; but it is uncomfortably strong now. ‘‘ How,” 
asks Col. Anderson, ‘‘could we prevent them from com- 
manding every city on the lakes, and demanding 
millions in contribution or inflicting incalculable 
damage? Only by sending an Army over and securing 
their ship canals.” But we have no Army immediately 
effective for prompt action, and this would be no easy 
job. ‘The difficulty of getting the initiative in a sudden 
war with Canada would be greater than is supposed, and 
Col. Anderson holds that it would take at least a month 
to make ready an Army of invasion; which is too long 
a time for stopping gunboats from bombarding the lake 
cities. In acting as quickly as our forces could, they 
would meet 10,000 regulars and 40,000 volunteer militia 
in fortified positions provided with superior artillery. 
If, on the other hand, England should promptly attack, 
it might be still more difficult to get our regulars and 
our militia to the threatened point in season. The 
speculation is an interesting one, at any rate. And 
those who would like to follow it further may find in 
Lieut. Foster’s supposed ‘* Battle of Kiskiminetas,” in 
the April number of the United Servic, a full-fledged 
American battle of Dorking. i

Frrta New Yorx.—The drills by division held in this regi- 
ment during the past two weeks have been well attended, 
and the command has shown decided progress, Lieut.-Col. 
Webber has had his hands full, but the interest and energy 
displayed by officers and men have made the drills a work of 
pleasure. The officers have had a fair course of theoretical 
instruction, while the non-com’s have had to book up and 


carefully note their p’s and q's. The division drills were 
commenced with the school of the company, the men being 
thoroughly instructed as to distance in fours and column, 
while guides were taught their duties in wheeling. The 
instruction was then progressed to the manual of arms, and 
then to the school of the battalion, and although the very 
limited space prevented a large variety of movements, 
marchings and wheelings with ployment into column, and 
deployments into line, on right and left into line, and other 
column of fours formations, were tanght in detail, officers 
and guides being ready to learn and second the instructors, 
while the men in attendance and attention have proved that 
all they require is an effort on the part of their officers to 
place the regiment on its proper footing. Lifo, activity, and 
prosperity have taken the place of the complete stagnation 
of the past eighteen months, and as the regiment will occupy 
its correct location in New York by the 1st of May—the pre- 
sent armory of the 69th regiment, Essex Market having been 
assigned to the 5th—there is every reason to hope that ero the 
close of the year 1880, two hundred or more recruits will be 
added to the total of the regiment. The arrangements for 
the dress parade, review, and reception to take place at 
Madison Square Garden on Easter Monday night are all com- 
pleted, the boxes have been readily disposed of, and as the 
proceeds are to be devoted to the new armory fund, the men 
are pushing the tickets. At the close of the review, Drum- 
Major Berchet’s corps will give an exhibition drill, and can 
and will prove that drummers can handle the rifle with as 
much ease and precision as a company. 

Eight commands, twelve full files, reported at the armory 
March 24, and were marched to the * Plaza,” Seventeenth 
street, for drill. The work commenced with a “ dress 
parade.” The acting adjutant thought he was forming for 
drill, and spoiled the formation. ‘The men were steady and 
manual very good. Review was next practiced, the command 
showing exceedingly well at the inspection and passing in 
better shape than usual. Several battalion movements were 
then executed, but the wind made it next to impossible to 
hear the commands. 


Tweitrru New Yorse.—The closing battalion drill of the 
series of four given by this regiment at Madison Square 
Garden was held on Thursday, March 18, and was made the 
occasion of a public exhibition of the regiment's proficiency 
in drill and discipline, as well as a reception to its numerous 
friends. ‘The immense amphitheatre was filled with a stylish 
and appreciative audience, and ere the first part of the 
evening’s programme—a concert by the regimental band 
under H. B. Dodworth—was completed the several compa- 
nies were equalized and ready for the battalion formation. 
The guests of the regiment were properly cared for by the 
staff and a corps of ushers in full uniform, for as guard duty 
seems to be the Bele Noire of the National Guard, the 12th 
wisely dispensed with the usual careless and slouchy sentinels, 
so often found on duty at drills and receptions of the lst and 
2d Divisions. When visitors arrived they were shown scats 
or boxes by the staff and ushers and all were seated without 
confusion. As the last strains of the selections from 
‘*Carmen” died away, adjutant’s call was sounded by the 
drum corps, and the regimental line, eight companies, six- 
teen files, was handsomely formed and turned over to Col. 
Cruger by Adjt. Murphy. This formation gave promise of 
a most interesting drill, and as the movements were com- 
menced without the interminable march in column of fours, 
the military guests were no doubt happy. The ployment 
into close column from column of fours was prompt and 
good, and its repetition at the lower end of the room most 
satisfactory. Close column on first ‘division, left in front, and 
a deployment ou fourth division, could hardly be excelled, 
officers, guides and meu being prompt and accurate. Right 
of companies rear into column and wheel into line were also 
without serious fault, as was the break to the rear by divi- 
sions. Close in mass on first division, take wheeling distance 
and wheel into line, were all that could be desired, while the 
advance and retreat in line which followed met with well 
deserved applause, increased when the doubie column was 
formed in double time. Direction was changed by right 
flank, and the column deployed by two movements also in 
double time. The battalion was then marched by the 
flank of divisions and sub-divisions, varied by marches in 
column of fours and in line, After one of these advances, 
and while on the march, ‘companies right forward fours 
right” was given. The commandant of the sixth company 
inistaking the order, executed it by division. This massed 
the centre of the column and caused considerable crowding, 
and when the march was resumed the fifth and sixth com- 
panies had changed places. The drill was, however, con- 
tinued, few of the spectators being aware of the blunder. 
After wheeling into line a short rest was had, and the 
battalion was prepared for reyiew. Col. and Brevet Major- 
General Thomas L. Crittenden, U. 8. Army, was the special 
guest of the evening, and the reviewing officer, he being 
aecompanied by Capt. Chornmeyer and Adjt.;Syrberg, of the 
Swedish corvette Balder, and Capt. Sanno, 7th U. 8. Infantry. 
Gon. Crittenden was received with the fall honors of his 
brevet rank. The review in line was of the best description, 
while the passage could hardly be unproved on, but for the 
neglect of a lieutenant of the second company to srlule. 
The marching, distances and alignments were superb, while 
the wheel into line at the close gave no allowance for dressing, 
and proved that during the four wheels of the column per- 
fect distance had been preserved. The battalion movements 
were then resumed, the donble column being formed from 
line on the marck in double time. The right and left com- 
anies broke promptly to the rear, but on the divisions being 
joined there wag considerable hesitancy in the dressing. 
This we afterwards learned was caused in the second and 
third divisions, for when the commandants of the right 
companies met those of the left and found the inversion 
already spoken of, they at once concluded that there had 
been a blunder in the movement and sought a rectification 
before completing the dressing. The deployment to the 
right and left was prompt and good. Right of companies 
rear into caluamn and wheel into line were admirably per- 
formed, and then tlhe double colymn of fours was executed, 
the column circling the room and deploying by two move- 
ments ; the on left into line of the rear companies from 
column of fours being well aud handsomely executed. The 
battalion was now left in front, and a ployment on fourth 
diyision right in front, double time, was spoiled by the 


The advancing divisions, however, plainly announced his 
error, and a bad blunder was covered by a prompt wheel 
into line, and a side step to recover lost distance. 
The deployment on first division double time was 
splendid. The movement was repeated, this time left in 
front, the battalion being in its original formation, yet the 
very same blunder occurred through the inadvertence of the 
left a or major. It was corrected so promptly that few 
noticed tho blunder, After a march in column of fours, 
direction being changed twice, “ front into line, faced to the 
rear,” was executed. The right wing promptly wheeled to 
the right and dressed, alt but the color company, which 
started by the wrong flank, but recovered as quick as thought 
and joined the line without loss of time or distance. ‘The 
companies of the right wing executed the front into line, 
wheeled about by fours, and completed the movement in 
fine shape. After an advance and retreat in line of battle, 
column of fours break from the right to march to the left 
was executed, Jine was reformed by ‘on right into line,” and 
the drill closed. The drill, notwithstanding the errors men- 
tioned, must be considered a good one, yet was not — to 
the working drill of the regiment at the same place on March 
10th. The men were not as steady, while the officers seemed 
slightly nervous. The step from the very outset was almost 
perfect, and notwithstanding tho repeated wheels in column 
and by fours, with changes to double time, it was broken but 
once or twice during the evening. ‘The double time on the 
slippery floor was excellent. As an exhibition of the rapidity, 
promptness, and accuracy with which battalion movements 
can be executed by a militia regiment, the drill was a pro- 
nounced success, and the colonel was warmly complimented 
by General Crittenden. Line was reformed for dress parade, 
and a yery fair exhibition of the manual of arms was given. 
The 12th, like its sister organizations, is blessed with a num- 
ber of veterans, who always parade on show occasions, but 
rarely attend working or company drills. They insist on 
front rank privilege on account of age, etc., and invariably 
succeed in spoiling the manwuvres and manual of arms. ‘The 
front ranks of several of the companies, especially the right 
flank, held not a fow of these veterans, their unsteadiness in 
line and careless manual detracting from the otherwise hand- 
some dress parade, After the reports the first sergeants 
should remember that they stand fast until the adjutant 
vommands ‘‘march.” Tho battalion was then dismissed, a 
gnard from the right and left companies keeping the floor 
for the skirmish drill of Co. K. The 12th is certainly not up 
in guard duty, as exhibited by the loose manner of these 
sentinels. This duty, guards and guard mounting, should 
be at once taken up by the regiment. Co. K, Capt. Edward 
Fackner, sixteen files in chasseur uniform, now entered the 
hall, advancing company front at *‘ arms’ port,” and looking 
like veterans when compared with the men in full dress, 
Without delay, the skirmish line was deployed, on the centre 
four, both lieutenants advancing with the skirmishers, while 
the first sergeant handled the reserve. For fully half an 
hour the several movements of the skirmish drill were illus- 
trated, the advances, retreats, rally by fours and company, 
assemble on right and left, extend and close intervals, etc., 
with the firings, were rapidly and correctly executed, cliciting 
repeated applause from the spectators. One movement most 
fully exemplitied skirmish duty. The line, having retreated 
in double time as though pressed by an enemy, was suddenly 
halted and ‘commence firing” given. The men being then 
in rear of the pillars, at once sought the cover, while the 
centre skirmisher dropped behind the fire hydrant and rest- 
ing his piece on the iron blazed away for dear life, After a 
few rounds the advance was resumed, amid rounds of ap- 
plause. The change of front, “right wing left wheel, left 
wing to the rear left wheel,” quick and double time were 
admirably executed. ‘The skirmish drill was a thorough suc- 
cess, and shows that what the regiment undertakes it does 
well, The only fault the Army officers present found with 
the skirmishing was that the lines were too regular and the 
arms carried with toomuch precision, After the skirmish drill 
the floor was cleared, dancing was commenced and continued 
until carly morning. 


TWENTY-sEcOND New Yors.—In compliance with orders, 
this regiment assembled in full dress uniform, at their 
armory, West Fourteenth street, on Friday, Murch 19, for 
dress parade and presentation of marksman’s badges. The 
regiment equalized in ten companies of sixteen full files, was 
formed for dress parade at 8.30 p. m., the formation being of 
the very best description, After the ‘guides post” the 
carry, order, and parade rest could hardly be excelled, the 
third and sixth companies in line deserving special mention. 
The manual of arms was excellent, the several motions being 
distinct and hands falling in unison. During the drill season 
the companies have paid special attention to the manual, the 
resuli showing to the regiment’s credit at these battalion 
assemblages. At the ‘ report,” tho first sergeants should 
remember to bring their pieces to the ‘‘ carry” at the com- 
mand ‘first sergeants,” and not wait for the ‘ to the front 
and centre.’ At the publication of the orders, the adjutant 
read the names of the marksmen of 1879, and at the close 
these men advanced to the front and centre and were deco- 
rated by Capt. Loomis, Regimental Inspector of Rifle Prac- 
tice, in the following order : 9 veteran's, 12 four bar, 13 three 
bar, 30 two bar, and 40 first badges. ‘Total, 104. When 
these men had resumed their places, 2 few battalion move- 
ments were executed, the march in column of fours, with the 
exception that the step was fast and uneven, was good; 
alignments and distances could hardly be excelled. To the 
left close column of divisions was executed without a flaw, 
while the march in column of companies was splendid, and 
wheelings nearly perfect, the pivot guides being correct in 
nearly all cases. Au advance in line by wing was finely 
executed, and was greeted with prolonged applause from the 
large assemblage, which, notwithstanding the very inclement 
weather, the evening being one of the worst of the winter, 
was composed largely of the fair sex. The 22d has rarely if 
ever appeared to better advantage than upon this occasion, 
men steady, guides prompt, and officers always correct. ‘The 
parade and short drill was so good that we mentally asked, 
why does this regiment reverse tho rule, and drill better in full 
dress and before an audience, than in fatigue and with bare 
walls? In most organizations the attendance of friends and 
critics, and the donning of their best clothes, cause the men 
and ofticers to lose conlidence, and they invariably blunder. 
It is the reverse in the 22d. The men and officers are to a 
certain extent careless in a working drill; but on occasions of 
ceremony are at their very best. A guard of ten files, under 
Lieut. Bogert, performed their duties in # most creditable 
manner, the sentinels boing models. The regiments of Now 
York and Brooklyn might take a Jeaf from the guard book of 
the 22d with profit, After the dismissal of the regiment, the 
band, under P. 8. Gilmore, took the floor, and rendered four 
operatic selections, as only Gilmore's band can play them, 
closing with the anthem, “Columbia,” which was encored. 
Dancing was thon commenced, lasting until midnight, when 
‘ Home Sweet Home” closed the evening's entertainment. 
The regiment is directed to assemble in fatigue uniform, 
for drill, as follows: Gompanies A, B, C, D, and HK, Tuesday 
evenings, March 80 and April 6, 1899, at 8 o'clock ; Com-

panies F, G, H, I, and K, Tharsday evenings, April 1 and 8, 
1830, at 8 o’clock.

A Manuva or Szrvice.—We long ago designed to call 
attention to the compact and useful little ‘“‘Manual of Ser- 
vice,” which Gen. Huidekoper has compiled for free distribu- 
tion to his brigade—the 5th Brigade, N. G. of Pennsylvania. 
One copy is furnished to each officer and enlisted man, the 
book being company property, as such to be accounted for, 
Gen. Huidekoper has compiled his brief treatise from excel- 
lent and standard sources—the Army Regulations, Upton’s 
Tactics, the laws of Pennsylvania, the Customs of Service, 
Wingate’s Ritle Practice, and the Regulations of the Massa- 
chusetts Vol. Militia. He acknowledges ‘the invaluable 
assistance rendered by General Geo. A. Forsyth, of Lieut.- 
General Sheridan’s staff, whose interest in a National Militia 
has induced him to aid me by many suggestions and by a 
review of the entire matter,” and also the aid given him by 
Adjt.-Gen. Townsend, Gen, Upton, Major J. A. Smith of the 
Engineers, |Adjt.-Gen. Latta of Pennsylvania, and Major C. 
O. Wood, formerly of the 9th Infantry. We need not com- 
ment on the nature of this little pica except to say that 
we know of nothing of the kind as well selected, so free from 
useless matter, so well arranged, and covering so much 
ground in so little space, in a form so cheap, convenient, and 
serviceable, 

PENNSYLVANIA.—On Monday, March 8, Major Hepburn 
began the second week of the series of inspections, 1st 
Brigade, with Cos. B, Capt. Good ; E, Capt. Muldoon; H, 
ist Lieut. Kensie, and K, Capt. See, of the 1st regiment. 
The companies reported promptly, the line was quickl 
formed by Adjutant Poulterer, and turned over to Col. 
Wiedersheim, who, secompanied by his full field and staff, 
commands in person the several battalions of the regiment 
during the series. As upon former occasions, the inspec- 
tions of arms and dress were dispensed with, and the skirmish 
drill began the evening exercises. The skirmish drill by 
battalion was creditably performed, although hardly as weil 
executed as that of the battalion of the 1st inst. After this 
the companies were exercised by their respective coramanders. 
Co. E led off, proving themselves well up in the several 
movements, although the commands, *‘ charge bayoncts,” 
the loading and firings when displayed on the skirmish line, 
and in “rally by fours,” were superfluous, ‘The deployment 
by the flanks and forward were exceedingly well executed. 
Co. B was second, deploying by both flanks, and on the centre 
in excellent shape, rallying by fours, and company, both from 
a halt, and on the march in quick and double time, were well 
executed. Co. H succeeded fully as well in proving their 
ability, and Lieut. Kensie was complimented by the inspector 
for the efficiency his company had attained since the 
command devolved on him. Co, K was the last in line, and 
closed the skirmish drill. The few movements attempted 
were fairly well done, showing very decidedly, that with 
proper instruction they would equal any company in the 
brigade in efliciency. The class of men in Co. ie is the very 
best, and they readily learn what is taught them, but their 
commander is so much occupied with his business duties that 
he is unable to devote sutticient attention to his company. 
A little more energy by all concerned is all that is required. 
The skirmish drill ended, the several companies were 
equalized, and the command manceuvred in the school of the 
battalion, the several movements being well executed. A 
close column on first company, right in front, was well done, 
although the dressing was a hitte slow. Deployment on first 
company, close column on fourth company, left in front, de- 
ployment and double column all very well executed. A 
change direction by the right tlank, and deployment into line 
by two movements, were marred by the two right companies 
executing left wheel instead of left turn. The battalion was 
then formed in close column, and the several details for 
guard were directed to form on the left of the column. Co. 
E reported first, and seemed to have some difficulty in getting 
settled in the proper position. Co. H arrived on tho lino 
well, but the first sergeant spoiled his previous work by 
endeavoring to get through tho line after reporting, not 
desisting until stopped by a call from the adjutant. Cos. B 
and K reported correctly, the first sergeant of the latter being 
particularly well up in all his duties. The inspection of the 
guard, sound off, and presenting the guard to the officer of 
the day, was correctly performed, and the review exceed- 
ingly well done. ‘The presenting of the old and new guards, 
the former under command of Lieut. Kensie, Co. H, and the 
latter, Lieut. Ewing, Co. B, was properly executed. Tho 
posting snd relieving of sentinels were fully up to the 
requirements, the several corporals understanding their 
duties. Tho sentinels on post were not any better posted in 
their duties than those of the companies on duty on March 
1, although they were fairly efficient. 

Cos. D and [, 2d regiment, were inspected on March 10, 
The skirmish drill was well done, and it would be hard to say 
which was the better. ‘he deployments and rallys were 
good, but the firing on the skirmish line was hardly up to the 
drill of the companies on March 5. ‘Tho battalion was 
equalized into four companies, and manceuvred in tho school 
of the battalion, the several movements of to and on the 
right, close column of companies, deployments, change 
direction, wheeling into column and into line, breaking from 
the right to march to the left, etc., were all well executed, 
although more or less marred by the losa of distance, and in 
many cases dressing to the wrong flanks. The improvement 
in the companies of this command is so marked since Col. 
Dechert assumed command, that it is fair to suppose that ere 
long the companies of the 2d will be the equals of their 
sister regiments. The ceremony of guard mount was welt 
performed, the details reporting promptly and correctly, the 
inspection, sound off, passage in review, the present of the 
old guard and the new were all well done, Posting and ro- 
lieving of sentinels, fair, while the knowledge digplayed by 
the seutincls themselves was fully up to the average. 

The two romaining companies, C, Capt. Binghurst, and D, 
Capt. Simpson, of the State Fencibles, wero visited by Major 
Hepburn on March 11, and, as usual, the skirmish drill 
followed the forzaation. Both companies wero well up in all 
the inovements attempted. The battalion drill, under Major 
Ryan, was one of the most perfect, as far as unison of 
movement and manual of arms were concerned, and far 
superior to any other battalion yet inspected in this brigade, 
but the innovations on ‘‘ Upton,” by all the companies of the 
command, detract from their morita. It seems very svident 
that the fancy, rather than the useful,fis more looked to in 
the Fencibles, for the movements in the school of the 
battalion are not as well executed or understood as those of 
the silent drill and bayonet exercise. 

‘ne drill of the battalion of four companios was fairly 
creditable. The wheelings from colama into line and vice 
versa could not be excelled, the halting, distances, and 
manyal of arms being almost perfect ; ployments and do- 
ployments well executed, but the same faults of guides wero 
noticed as those of other organizations, The guard mount 
closed the exercises of the evening, and was fully up to 
battalion of March 4 in every detail, 

The third and last of the series of inspections in the 1st 
regiment was held on Monday, March 15, the companies on 
duty being Ca. OC, Capt. Poulterer ; D, Second Lieut. Hastings 
commanding; I, Capt. Sayder.

ness, 

A fourth company was formed of details and placed 
under the command of the second lieutenaat Co. C, and the 
battalion exercised at length. Close column on first company 
right in front was well executed, and same movement on 
fourth company also well done, but the companies moved too 
far tothe left before dressing ; both the deployments well 
executed. Right of companies rear into column was only 
fair, two companies moving too far to the rear before form- 
ing line, while the commandant of another company brought 
bis command tv support arms ; a wheel into line showed a 
loss of distance—a repetition of both movements was ex- 
ceedingly well done. Forming double column, change 
direction, formation to the left into line by two movements, 
all well executed ; forming single rank, on right into line, 
single and double rank, centre forward, fours left and right, 
formation to the right into line by two movements, all 
smoothly and well executed. The guard mount followed the 
battalion drill, and was fully equal to any thus far seen in 
the brigade, with the exception of two slight errors, The 
senior officer of the guard attempted to take his position 
before guard had been turned over by the sergeant-major, 
but was corrected by Col. Wiedersheim, who is always on the 
alert ; and the same fauit of the platoon in forming into line 
and breaking into column of fours ates peuies the ofticer 
of the day ; the movement being ragged. The inspection, 
sound off, and passage of the gu in review were all 
correctly done. The old guard under Lieut. Weightman, 
Co. I, were fully up in the duties, and the present of both 

correct. The sentinels were as well posted as the 
average ; but far from perfect. The adjutant and sergeant- 
major both filled their positions well. We have noticed 
ly the several companies in this command upon the 
erent occasions, and find more attention paid to the minor 
details than in any other command in the brigade; the 
saluting of the men and officers is much more general, while 
the promptness in which an order is obeyed shows plainly 
better discipline. The ist regiment has improved greatly 
both in strength and efficiency under the abie and active 
administration of Col. Wiedersheim, who is well supported 
by his field, staff and line officers. 

On March 12 the board of officers of the Ist regiment 
received a cordial invitation from Col. Porter, of the 22d 
New York, to visit New York on Decoration Day. The 
invitation was accepted. Such a trip has been in contem- 
plation for the past two years, and had Evacuation Day been 
observed in New York as formerly, the visit would have been 
made in November of last year. 


Connecticut.—On Tuesday evening, March 16th, the Ist 
Repeeee C.N. G., Hartford, dedicatedjits new armory. The 
i cer ies were cc 1 by Company K., Capt. 
T. M. Smith, executing guard mount. Three details, eight 
files, composed the guard, Lieuts. Thomson and Prentice 
being its officers. The formation was exceedingly well exe- 
cuted, the assignment of posts prompt, and inspection rap- 
idly conducted. During the ‘sound off,” the guard could 
not be steadier, while the passage by platoons, with its fine 
marching, good aliguments, perfect distances, and graceful 
‘salutes, could hardly be better. Company B, Capt. J. P. 
Moran, ext took the floor, their assignment being the man- 
ual of arms, loadings and firings, and a few company move- 
ments. The company paraded twenty files, and after a short 
march was whealed into line, and the manual commenced. 
The several movements from the “ present to the reverse” 
were rendered in fine shape, time being nearly accurate and 
motions distinct. The “silent” manual was splendidly per- 
formed. The loadings and firings were well rendered, the 
volleys being particularly noticeable, while the ‘obliques” 
standing and kneeling received well merited applause. The 
“school of the company” fell to the lot of Company H, Capt. 
Wm. M. Clark, who with twenty-four full files most thor- 
oughly illustrated Upton'’s Tactics. The movements were, 
asarule, smooth, step almost faultless, and distances in- 
variably accurate. The on right and left into line were 
splendid, while at the wheels the guides evinced a complete 
knowledge of their duties. The distance in column 
of fours was nearly perfect, and the fronts into 
line handsomely executed. The drill was loudly ap- 
plauded. Company A, Captain William Westphal, gave a 
very spirited exhibition of skirmish movements, with its 
deployments and rallies, rapid retreats and cautious advances 
This drill was most thoroughly enjoyed by the spectators 
and was a complete surprise to most of them. Capt. West- 
had his company well in hand, and the movements were 

a credit to the command. The firings were good. The

Co. A, 5 two-bar and 5 one-bar; B, 6 two-bar and 9 one-bar ;

K, 42 one-bar ; total, 194. A handsome dress parade then 
concluded the military ceremonies. 

The new armory comprises an immense drill-room 80 fect 
wide and 184 feet long, with quarters for the five city com- 
panies, including rooms for the colonel, adjutant and staff, 
parlor, squad drill-room, band, etc., and is one of the hand- 
somest buildings in the city of Hartford. On the west side 
of the drill-room and parallel with it is the rifle range, 60 
yards long. 

The Ist regiment is 200 years old, the Hartford county 
regiment, the original entof thy Ist, dating its organiza- 
tion June, 1672, under Maj. J. Talcott. The present Hartford 
battalion was reorganized after the war and stands to-day 
one of the finest organizations in the militia. ied 


Ruope Istanp.—The General Assembly has increased the 
number of days for the encampment of the militia from 
three to five.

Wisconsin.—The State of Wisconsin is gradually waking 
up in regard to her State ‘‘ National Guard.” In addition to 
the yearly allowance of $300 for armory rent and expenses, 
the Legislature this year passed a bill allowing $5 per man as 
a uniform fund, also ordering an encampment, and to 
assist, the State furnishes one ration per man per day. The 
Adjutant-General has called a meeting of officers in Milwau- 
kee for the purpose of organizing a National Guard Associa- 
tion of Wisconsin. Milwaukee is making great preparations 
for the veteran reunion, which is to be held there in June 7 
to 12. Gen. Grant will be present on the 10th, on which 
occasion there will be one of the largest military processions 
the State ever had. Some twenty thousand veterans will go 
into camp during that week.

Already 
are the names of Colone McLeer, 14th regiment ; Austen, 
13th; Meyenborg, 15th ; Rogers, late 47th ; Fowler, late 
14th, and Denslow, late A. A G. New York, placed in nomi- 
nation, We suggest the name of General Philip H. Briggs, 
late inspector-general 8. N. Y., a good officer and a true 
soldier. He would make the brigade a live one, and a strong 
rival of the 11th. 

— WHEN ofticers commit blunders at battalion drill, they 
usually attribute them to the imperfect hearing of com- 
mands, and gloss over the fault by boasting of the clever 
manner in which they recovered. The errors and blunders 
at drills are, as a rule, caused by inattention or over-confi- 
dence. The fact that the flaws in the exhibition drills of the 
12th on Thursday, March 18, and the 9th on Feb. 23, were 
premetiy corrected, only proves that they should not have 
een committed. There is no excuse for the errors of either 
drill, which were due to carelessness. 

— Tue athletic club, 22d New York, will have an exhibition 
of games at the regimental armory, West Fourteenth street, 
Saturday, April 3, at 8 Pp. mw. Bicycle races, running and 
walking matches, tugs of war, and ‘“‘ putting the shot” will 
constitute the programme.

— Tue 23d New York have adopted the Army sack, with

— We invite the attention of the militia to the percentages 
of duty in the California National Guard for the month of 
January, 1880, in another column, and strongly recommend 
its adoption in every State. Since the reorganization of 
State troops under proper Jaws, one of the great troubles has 
been the poor attendance at company drills, and how to 
remedy the evil has puzzled more than one commanding ofti- 
cer. Adjutant-General Backus has solved the problem by 
this publication of attendance, with its awards and punish- 
ment. It may cause mo oe officers additional clerical 
labor, but the results which will accrue to the good com- 
panies will fully atone for the extra time —— It will 
place the organizations which now weigh down regiments, 
brigades, and divisions on their proper footing and cause 
them to recuperate or leave the service. A battalion of four 
companies, whose men attend company and regimental drills, 
is worth more than a regiment of ten commands which 
parades with skeleton ranks at company drill, and full fronts 
at show parades.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 





LIEvTENANT, Elmira, N. Y., writes: Please give your in- 
terpretation of section 13 of the Code as »mended, in regard 
to the transfer of men from one company to another in the 
same regiment.

for three years; October 17, 1863, 300,000 men for three 
years, or the war; call of February 1, 1864, for 500,000 men 
for three years, or the war; call of March 14, 1864, for 
200,000 additional men ; call of July 18, 1864, for 500,000 men 
for one, two, or three years service ; December 19, 1864, for 
300,000 men one, two, or three years. In addition to this 
acts were passed in July, 1861, authorizing the President to 
accept the services of volunteers ia such numbers not ex- 
ceeding 1,000,000, as he might deem necessary, period of ser- 
vice not to be over three years nor less than six months, No 
formal call, however, was issued.

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

Tue Tuunperer’s Guns.—A correspondent of the 
London 7'imes writes: ‘* The remains of the second 38- 
ton gun have now been all collected, and a comparison 
can be made between them and those of the gun which 
burst on board the Thunderer. It will be at once seen 
that the conclusion jumped at on the occasion of the 
second explosion is, at all events, premature, for the 
explosions are of completely different characters. In 
the first gun the bore is not expanded much beyond the 
broken edge of the steel tube which remains in the 
stump of the gun. In the second the bere is expanded 
and the steel tube is expanded over the whole of the 
space which had been occupied by the front charge of 
powder. In the first gun the huge band or jacket which 
encircles the main body of the gun, and which weigh 
many tons, is quite intact; in the second it is burst from 
end to end, and a portion of it is blown clean away. 
When the first gun was fired the water compressor 
which checked the recoil was uninjured; but when the 
second gun was fired with two charges, the violence of 
the recoil was so great that it burst the compressor. In 
one word, the nature of the second explosion is much 
more violent than that of the first ; the recoil was much 
greater, and the seat of the explosion was much further 
back towards the breech of the gun. Do not these facts 
prove that the first gun could not have been double 
loaded ?” 

PawaMA advices say that Costa Rica seems to be ac- 
tively prosecuting her preparations for war, and for 
carrying out or attempts at carrying into effect the 
ambitious schemes of her President, Gen. Guardin, for 
a confederation of the Central American States. She 
has recently purchased ancther steamer which formerly 

lied on the San Juan River, in Nicaragua, and is hav- 
ing her fitted up as a man-of-war, for service on the 
Atlantic. As the Republic has no use for this vessel on 
its Atlantic coast, the purchase is looked on as a menace 
to the other Republics, with all of whom, excepting 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica has broken off friendly relations. 

Tne English service papers are making use of the 
article written for Serilner’s Monthly by Wm. C. Church, 
but without giving credit to the article in question for 
the information derived from it. Broad Arrow, speak- 
ing on the Cartridge question, says: ‘‘ Breechloading 
rifles have been more or less in vogue for half a century 
and more, but solid-drawn metallic-case cartridges may 
be said to be an improvement of the last decade, and, 
moreover, it may be termed an American patent. The 
Loxer-Martini-Henry cartridge, constructed at Wool- 
wich, is therefore a poor specimen of manufacture com- 
pared with the firm and more durable cartridge of the 
same shape turned out by Yankee manufacturers for the 
rifle in the bands of the Turks—and both are inferior to 
the United States pattern of 0.45 calibre Government 
Ammunition. It was discovered that copper ore pro- 
cured from mines in the region of Lake Superior was of 
a purity, strength, and ductility peculiarly fitted for 
cartridge-cases. The fact that most Continental Powers 
resort to American houses for their ammunition is evid- 
ence of its excellence. It is related that during the late 
wart a vessel carrying a quantity of cartridges to Russia 
sank at starting in the harbor of New York, and yet, 
after being fished up, they were tested anew, and were 
pronounced perfectly trustworthy notwithstanding their 
immersion for several wecks.” 

Bread Arrow says: ‘The British Admiralty is said 
to have decided upon the reintroduction of heavy 
breech-loading ordnance for service afloat, especially in 
turret ships. ‘The question of the construction of 12- 
inch breech-loaders has been under consideration, and 
the first of this pattern will be supplied to the Colossus, 
steel armor-plated turret-ship, now building at Ports- 
mouth, England.” The London Times says: “A 
battery of breech-loading field guns, 15-pounders, is 





being manufactured with all speed at the Royal Gun 
Factories in the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, mainly for 
experimental purposes. Jleavier breech-loaders to 
correspond with the service siege guns and naval 
ordnance are also making satisfactory progress, and 
before long artillerists will have noes | for trial the 
weapons which they have long desired. Sir William 
Armstrong, untrammelled by official delays, has already 
produced a gun of great length, which is said to have 
done some marvellous work. The four 80-tons for Her 
Majesty’s ship Jnflexible will almost certainly be the last 
of their kind, being much too short in the barrel to suit 
present requirements, but they were made two years ago 
and were then considered the perfection of ordnance. 
It is still uncertain when the Znjlerible will be ready to 
receive them; and it is intended to subject one of them 
to further trials within a few days at the proof butts in 
the government marshes adjoining the Royal Arsenal, 
Weolwich.” 

Tuez Madrid Official Gazette has published a decree 
fixing the strength of the army for the year 1880-81 at 
90,000 men for Spain, 38,000 for Cuba, 10,000 for the 
Philippine Islands, and 3,395 for Porto Rico. 

Durie the last two years large additions have been 
made to the French heavy artillery. France now dis- 
poses, in case of war, of a total of 231 batteries of 
heavy artillery (position, foot, naval, territorial, and 
veteran), served by 58,450 men. The fortress artillery 
of the eastern neighbor of Germany has been still more 
considerably increased. Russia dis now, in the 
matter of heavy artillery, of fifty battalions of four 
companies each, of a peace strength of 100, and on a 
war footing of 300 men; total, 60,000 men. Austria 
has, in time of war, a siege artillery of 17,300 men, 
formed into 72 companies, Italy sses 83 com- 
panies, of a war strength .of 16,600 men. Who can 
blame Germany if, surrounded by such formidable 
battering power, she is looking to her guns? 

Accorp1N@ to the new German Navy List, that navy 
now numbers 108 vessels of all descriptions, carrying 430 
guns. It includes, of line-of-battle ships, cight iron- 
clad frigates (the Grosser Kurfuerst is still in the list, ) 
five ironclad corvettes (one building); 11 spar-decked 
corvettes, nine flush-decked corvettes (four building), 
two gunboats (Albatross class), seven first-class gun- 
boats; of coast defence vessels, one ironclad, 11 ar- 
mored gunboats (three building), six torpedo boats, 
four second-class gunboats, seven despatch vessels, two 
transport ships, ten training ships ; of vessels for harbor 
service, ten steamers, three barrack ships, three pilot 
boats, and four fire ships. The scheme for the founda- 
tion of a ficet in 1873 has undergone, as will appear, 
considerable change in the course of years. 

Tue question of the adaptation of merchant steam- 
ships to war purposes was under the special considera- 
tion of the English Royal United Service Institution at 
their last meeting. The principal speaker, Mr. Currie, 
said that in 1878 it was stated in Parliament by the first 
Lord of the Admiralty that it was intended to arm 30 
merchant steamers as armed cruisers, but nothing had 
been done as yet in that direction, and the organization 
was left until a war broke out. He made suggestions in 
detail respecting the action which might be taken to 
draw the Royal and merchant services together by an 
interchange of duties of officers. The discussion was 
taken up by Admiral King Hall, Admiral Sir Spencer 
Robinson, Captain Colomb, R. N., and Captain Bedford 
Pim, M. P. The speakers gave a general support to the 
principles and views of Mr. Currie. 

MaJson-GEneERAt CrifkiMsrorp, forwarding a report by 
Major-General Newdigate, of the ‘‘scares and stam- 
pedes” alluded to by Dr. Russell, says: ‘ With very 
young soldiers and equally young non-commissioned 
officers it cannot be expected that at night such scares 
will not occur. Iistory tells us how, during the Penia- 


sular War, the Light Division one night experienced a 
panic which no one could account for, and which proved 
conclusively that even the highest-trained and best-dis- 
ciplined troops are not exempted from the weakness to 
which, no doubt, younger soldiers are more liable. The 
steadiness of the young soldiers, however, at the battles 
of Kambula, Gingmlovo, and Ulundi show that, indi- 
vidually, the young soldiers of the present day are not 
in any way deficient in courage and steadiness when 
acting in close formation, under the immediate super- 
vision of their officers.” 

In accordance with a new royal warrant, a captain in 
the British army is retired compulsorily after 20 years’ 
service, rendered above the age of 20, on $1,000 annuity. 
After 20 years’ actual service, he is permitted to retire 
on a pension, if 38 years of age, of $850, and if 39 years, 
of $925. Always presuming that the officer has entered 
the army at 18, a pension of $1,250 a year is given toa 
substantive major or a mounted officer of the Guards at 
the age of 43, and may be earned to the amount of 
$1,075 at 41 and $1,150 at 42. Where, after 27 years’ 
service, a major gets $1,500 a year at the age of 47, he 
may, under the new warrant, get $1,300 a year at 45 
and $1,400 at 46. Also a lieutenant-colonel, who, after 
30 years’ service, is eligible for a pension of $1,825 a 
year at the age of 50, may be granted $1,600 a year at 
48 and $1,700 at 49. The general officers and colonels 
of the Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers, after 40 
years’ service, who now get a pension of $3,000 a year 
at the age of 60, are eligible for pensions of $2,575 at 
the age of 58 and $2,750 at 59. In various other in- 
stances the period of eligibility for a pension is antici- 
pated by two years, a proportionate reduction in the rate 
of the pension being made. 

Tuk total outlay for the English war in South Africa 
is $22,226,000, or more than one-half of our military 
expenses for the year. 

Tne Russian births number annually 3,163,405 ; 
deaths, 2,382,196; annual increase, 781,209, or $ per 
cent., which would double the present population of 65 
millions in 58 years. In Sweden, at the present rate of 
increase, the population will double in 68 years; in 
Belgium in 79 years; in Austria in 95 years; in Italy in 
141 years, and in France in 165 years. Thus the Rus- 
sians will number by the middle of the twenty-first cen- 
tury over 500 millions; the French less than 80 millions.
